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CAPITAL INVESTMENT POLICY 


HE Chancellor of the Exchequer has not been long in implementing the 

broad hint given in the House of Commons on November 3, when he said 
that for 1959-60 the Government envisaged a level of public sector investment 
somewhat higher than that of last year, a level to include work in the local 
authority field. Mr. Heathcoat Amory added that increasing capital expendi- 
ture was expected on water supplies, sewerage and quite a wide range of other 
services, though much of that work, being of a long-term nature, would fall 
within the normal programme arrangements. 


Local authorities are now given a clear indication that they may look beyond 
these fields to other projects, notably housing, which they are anxious to under- 
take and which could be submitted for loan sanction within three months and 
completed by the end of next year. Especially is the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government (whose circular 60/58 issued last week was printed in 
The Builder of November 21) prepared to approve the building of an increased 
number of houses by individual authorities, whether for general needs or slum 
clearance, provided that tenders be submitted early next year. Education, 
roads, hospitals do not come under Mr. Brooke’s agis but the Departments 
concerned are to advise the authorities separately. 

The decision to increase expenditure on water supply and sewerage schemes 
must be welcomed for, as the chairman of the Civil Engineering Contractors 
has pointed out, it should provide additional work for those contractors who 
have been hit hard by the investment restrictions and need further work to 
keep their organisations in being and to absorb local unemployment. But it 
may be questioned if the decision to loose further work on the building 
industry at this present moment is wise. It is not justified by the state of the 
trade, which is beginning to respond to the tonic of steadying materials prices 
and firm-price tendering, and may now have its progress towards full health 
set back again. It is not justified by the state of employment which, as shown 
by the most recent figures, stood at the end of September only 11,000 below 
the figure of twelve months ago, which was 1,515,000. The shortfall does not, 
in any case, entirely represent a loss of craftsmen but largely a transfer of 
marginal workers to other trades. 


Those in the building industry who have appreciated the basic need of build- 
ing to recover, in its own interests no less than the nation’s, its equilibrium 
are right to feel puzzled by this latest move of Government. What the industry 
had steeled itself to meet was a period of stringent retrenchment which would 
enable it to strip some of the fat accumulated under a long period of intensive 
demand conditioned by shortages and controls. As reward it had hoped for 
a cessation of the damaging spurts and checks which have been in the economic 
sense such a harmful feature of the post-war years. The Government’s current 
action (which it has only underlined by last week’s step of reducing the Bank 
rate to 4 per cent, the lowest figure since 1955) may well succeed in relegating 
that hope to the realm of the post-war credit. 


THE FUTURE OF QUANTITY SURVEYING 


HE triennial conference of Chartered Quantity Surveyors held in London 
last week must have gone far to convince the rank and file member that 
the RICS Chartered Quantity Surveyors’ Committee which represents him is 
a hard-worked body of men with a forward look. Given a good start through 
three short summaries of progress made during the three years since the last 
conference, members plunged into debate on a number of topics of current 
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interest—cost control, the incidence of the various forms of “all-in” building 
services, and the examination structure attracting principal attention. Public 
relations and means of advertising the profession’s services came close behind. 


To the observer, the similarity of the quantity surveyors’ problems to those 
facing the architectural profession must have struck home—especially those 
posed by entry and by education. The fact that there is one student in training 
for every qualified quantity surveyor member of the Chartered Institution 
must cause considerable alarm both to the Committee and to the ordinary 
member. Restriction of entry to the profession by asking for higher educa- 
tional qualification for new entrants may be the answer, but itself raises 
another major question: who are to be the takers-off and the workers-up of 
the future? The situation may call for a two-tiered entry and education 
structure such as has been proposed for architects. Only those who feel that 
there is something derogatory in the trade of taker-off (or, for that matter, 
of architectural draughtsman) may object, though scarcely on the grounds that 
to execute efficiently either of these important jobs it is necessary to be a 
fully qualified quantity surveyor or architect. 


The ‘all-in’ building service attracted much attention in the discussion. 
Several speakers felt that this service offered something to a certain kind of 
client which in itself presented a threat to the independence of the quantity 
surveyor, and as such represented a challenge to the profession. Lines of 
action advocated, among others, were that chartered quantity surveyors should 
for an experimental period be allowed to join contractors’ staffs, and that 
architects and quantity surveyors ought to be permitted to negotiate a joint fee 
with clients and so offer an ‘all-in’ service of their own. Against the former 
item good reasons were advanced, but there may be something to be said for 
the latter proposal which the Committee may consider further. 


Cost-control and cost data were keenly debated. The Cost Control Com- 
mittee of the Institution under Mr. Cyril Sweett has been most active over 
the past two years, but the impression gains ground that while the theory of 
a library of cost-data available to every designer and surveyor is ideal, in 
practice variations in locality and in conditions surrounding each job are so 
great as to make data misleading. Nothing in fact replaces the knowledge 
of the experienced surveyor, especially when it is supplemented by exchange 
of data on a local and mutual basis. 


If there can be criticism of the tenor of the conference it would be that 
members, in their anxiety to find ways of increasing the value of the chartered 
quantity surveyor to the industry and of publicising his activities, may have 
been inclined to forget the adage that the surveyor’s principal reason for 
existence is to prepare accurate bills in such a way as to produce accurate 
tenders. Against this, research and other activity which bring the membership 
into the public eye must always be set. 


THOUGHTS ON TRADE FILMS 


HE RIBA Public Relations Committee has just been brutally frank about 

what it thinks of commercial films produced by manufacturers of building 
materials. An Appraisal Panel of architects sees most of them and says it is 
bored by ‘ the tired, outworn, old advertising gimmicks.’ It praises, in contrast, 
the technical films made by the Building Research Station and the Ministry 
of Works. A programme of films for schools of architecture, drawn up by the 
committee, does not include one film produced by a manufacturer, though it 
does include six by trade associations. 


Though it may be felt that the Appraisal Panel is being a little sweeping, 
we must confess to having ourselves sat through quite a few boring trade films 
on occasions which, as journalists, we could not escape. It has often seemed 
to us that their sponsors have failed to ask themselves the three fundamental 
questions of all publicity or public relations, namely: ‘What am I going to 
say?’, ‘ To whom am I going to say it?’ and ‘ How shall I say it?’—in that order. 
A cynic might reply that some sponsors have got no further than replying: 
‘What a jolly good product we make,’ ‘ Everybody from a trade apprentice 
to an experienced architect’ and ‘ Hire a cameraman.’ An honest answer to 
the third question might well be ‘ by some other means than a film,’ 


Perhaps manufacturers tend too much to regard the trade film as a form 
of advertisement. At bottom it may be just that, but no one will willingly 
look for half an hour at such. But tell the architect or architectural student 
a plain, honest, technical story, without ballyhoo, and he will be interested 
The sales return will follow of its own accord. The film is a superb medium 
for conveying technical information; but how rarely is it really well used.

Sir Edward Muir, 
Standing-in at short notice for his 
Minister, Mr. Molson, treated the com- 
pany gathered under Mr. George Wal- 
ford’s genial chairmanship to the dry 
champagne of oratory, following Mr.

while Sir Alexander Killick rounded off 
the evening with a speech as reminiscent 
and heart-warming as a 1908 port.

_ One of the publications issued by the 
Trust is ‘News Letter,’ an interesting, 
brightly illustrated booklet which provides 
information on the work contemplated or 
already undertaken. The most recent 
issue, No. 19, gives details of the appeal 
figures for Brodick Castle, on which the 
Trust hope to give a final decision soon.

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New Roads for Old 

WHILE about £4m. is being spent this 
year on modernising London's roads, the 
Roads Campaign Council, which repre- 
sents motor and road haulage interests, 
feels that not only is the money inade- 
quate but is being spent on projects which 
while giving some local relief do not add 
up to a constructive approach to the 
problem. To remedy this, the Council 
has organised a competition (the terms of 
which are outlined elsewhere) for designs 
for a long-term plan of highway develop- 
ment in the London area. The imagina- 
tive terms of the competition should 
attract a good entry from architects and 
other planners and engineers, more so in 
fact than the premiums of £2,000, £1,000 
and £500 which the winners of the first 
three places will in total receive. Though 
helpful design data are provided there 
will remain a great deal of research to be 
done; and this is costly. 


Redemption Through Building 

IT IS A MATTER for regret to learn, from 
news printed elsewhere in this issue, that 
prison labour from Wakefield ‘ open 
prison’ engaged on builders’ labourers’ 
jobs in the area is being withdrawn 
following protests from the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union. The union had 
protested to the Governors at this use of 
non-union labour while there were union 
men unemployed. 

The attitude of the union is understand- 
able yet to be deplored. The ‘ open prison ’ 
system as operated at Wakefield is one of 
the most rewarding experiments in peno- 
logy yet begun; it depends for its success 
upon the training of selected prisoners in 
worthwhile skills outside the prison, and 
as Such essentially relies upon sympathetic 
co-operation of industry, both emp‘oyers 
and unions. In this case the former has 
been forthcoming from the general con- 
tractors, Messrs. Truscon, Ltd. We shall 
hope that the unions will reconsider their 
attitude; it is no answer to the problem 
to say, as they have done, ‘Let the 
Ministry find other work for the men.’

A Glorious Future ? 

THE South Devon Regional Committee 
appointed in 1922 is faced with awkward 
problems on the coasts, writes a corres- 
pondent. The officers of the Torquay 
Council have admirably preserved the 
coast-line for about 11 miles until within 
sight of Teignmouth. The Council 
have bought much cliff property and in 
any case only one house is built close to 
the sea, and permission is not given for 
further building. 

They have also prevented any caravans 
being sited on the coast line, for over 10 
miles, and insist that caravans should be 
placed away from the coast and only 
under conditions which provide for essen- 
tial needs, like water supply and drainage. 
On the east side of the River Exe, Ex- 
mouth Council and_ other local 
authorities, have allowed hundreds of 
caravans to be placed on the sea coast. 
The whole of the coast line, from Ex- 
mouth to Budleigh Salterton, is mottled 
with caravans of various colours. Former 
walks along the coast are partly spoilt 
from the point of view of beauty of land- 
scape by so many caravans on the cliffs. 

What may happen in the future is still 
a question of active controversy. There 
is much to be said in favour of an amalga- 
mation of townships like Torquay and 
Paignton. These are now so close and 
have been so built up that it is difficult 
to know where one authority begins and 
the other ends. At a meeting held in Octo- 
ber Ald. T. F. Adams, the chairman of 
the finance committee of the Torquay 
Town Council, claimed that under the 
far-reaching proposals of the Local Gov- 
ernment Act of 1958, ‘ The time is ripe 
for urgent and serious action by South 
Devon’s townships and organisations on 
the County Borough question.’ 


Progress in Lagos 


Lacos, the federal capital and main 
port of Nigeria, with an estimated popu- 
lation approaching 400,000, presents some 
formidable planning problems, but the

with, and arrest where appropriate, the 
dangers to the future of Lagos in the 
rapid and inadequately serviced develop- 
ment now taking place and increasing 
with the coming of independence to 
Nigeria. The value of development pro- 
jects in hand is £13,000,000 and schemes 
under consideration involve an area of 
3,900 acres. The report covers all 
aspects of the Board’s work and includes 
numerous illustrations. The chief execu- 
tive officer is Mr. J. W. Henderson, BSc, 
MinstCE, ete. 


DIA Year Book 


A RECORD Of the activities of the Design 
and Industries Association and a full list 
of members is contained in the 1958 
Year Book, issued by the Association 
recently.

Building Estimators 


IT WAS PLEASANT TO HEAR from the 
President of the Institute of Building 
Estimators (whose annual meeting is 
reported elsewhere) that this young body 
continues to make progress in its declared 
aim of building up a membership of 
examined estimators. An increasing num- 
ber of technical institutes would seem to 
be organising courses leading to its 
examinations, and this number would 
undoubtedly grow were more members 
able to devote time to lecturing. 

In so far as good estimating is a rock 
on which good contracting is founded, 
the Institute is right to insist upon know- 
ledge and integrity as necessary qualifi- 
cations for membership; what does not 
seem to be so fully appreciated is that 
civil engineers’ estimators are equaliy 
qualified for membership. Employers in 
both industries could do much for the art 
of estimating by encouraging their young 
estimators to join. 


‘Their Name Liveth’

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PARSONAGE HOUSE PLANS 


Exhibition Reviewed by Edward Forster, BA, FRIBA 


VALUABLE fund of information for 

those concerned in building new 
houses for the clergy was to be seen at 
the exhibition of architects’ plans and 
photographs of parsonage houses, held 
at No. 1, Millbank, Westminster, from 
November 10 to 14. Fifty-three examples 
of these houses, erected during the past 
year or now in the course of erection, 
were exhibited and information was pro- 
vided in a brochure giving the Diocese 
and Benefice, names of architect and 
builder and cost and floor area in each 
case. 

The requirements for the design of a 
new parsonage house are laid down in a 
booklet entitled ‘A Handbook of Stan- 
dards,’ which is issued by the Church 
Commissioners to the incumbent and his 
architect when first embarking on the 
project. It states that the size of the 
house must be related to local conditions, 
including parochial needs, benefice 
income and funds available. There is no 
fixed minimum standard but it is 
generally regarded as necessary to pro- 
vide a house with four bedrooms, a study, 
lounge and a dining room or dining 
recess. 


During the year ending March last, the 
average inclusive building cost of these 
houses worked out at £6,399 and the 
average floor area provided was 1,801 
sq. ft. or £3 10s. per foot super. These 
prices included everything except the 
cost of the land, and are subdivided under 
the headings: (1) building and outbuild- 
ings, (2) garage, (3) paths, fences, garden, 
etc., (4) architect’s and quantity sur- 
veyor’s fees. 


An inspection of the plans in the 
exhibition made from this point of view 
showed, however, that prices can vary as 
much as do the plans and specifications. 


Costs range from as low as £4,096 for a 
house of 1,408 sq. ft. in Essex, to as high 
as £15,000 for a house of 1,885 sq. ft. 
in the City of London. The majority are, 
however, in the range between £5,000 and 
£7,000 for houses of 1,500 to 2,000 sq. ft. 


The design of the houses is the out- 
come of the local conditions, the per- 
sonal tastes of the incumbent and his 
architect and of those who have the right 
to approve the plans, and also of the 
local architectural tradition and materials. 
The result is a wide variety of solutions 
to what at first might appear a more or 
less standard set of requirements. In the 
New Town or suburb the architect may 
feel free to indulge in contemporary 
design, but where, as frequently happens, 
a new vicarage is required to replace an 
outmoded old one, the local tradition 
may require him to conform to some 
extent with the surroundings. 


Open-plan Examples 


In the exhibition traditional houses are 
in the majority, but there are a number 
of examples of the open plan and con- 
temporary elevational treatments. Least 
successful among these are the attempts 
to use the flat roof, which generally 
seems to destroy the domestic character. 


Parsonage houses have to be approved 
not only by the usual authorities but also 
by the bishop, the incumbent, the 
Diocesan Dilapidations Board and the 
Church Commissioners. In these circum- 
stances it seems unfair to criticise any 
further, or to make comparisons between 
plans which have evolved in consultation 
with so many different clients in different 
local and financial circumstances. The 
procedure certainly results in a desirable 
variety, and the Church Commissioners 
should be congratulated on the point

that they have avoided standardisation of 
design or even of the size of the houses 
and that considerable freedom is given 
to their incumbents. 

At the present time, parsonage houses 
are being built at the average rate of 
approximately a hundred a year, and it 
seems that this process will continue for 
some time to come if clergy are to have 
the conveniences and comforts of modern 
homes. A well organised exhibition of 
this kind is very helpful towards this end. 


Cranleigh School Centenary 


COMPLETION Of ambitious building 
plans designed to provide much-needed 
improvements to the school and its facili- 
ties and amenities are included in a pro- 
gramme to celebrate the centenary of 
Cranleigh School, Surrey, in 1965. 

Towards a target of £200,000, over 
£50,000 has so far been raised and a con- 
tract for the first project—the construc- 
tion of a full-sized swimming pool with 
changing accommodation—has been 
awarded to Truett and Steel, Ltd., Croy- 
don, and work has already begun. Free 
delivery, use and removal of excavating 
machinery for this work has been pro 
vided by an old boy of the school. Other 
projects envisaged embrace the building 
of additional classrooms, workshops, 
studies, changing rooms and squash 
courts. The architects are Messrs. 
Graham Crump and Denis Crump,

Tas new public house has been built for the State 
Management Scheme. State managed public houses 
in the Carlisle and Gretna areas are a relic of the 1914-18 
war when the State took over the liquor trade in an effort 
to improve the dreadful social conditions brought about 
by the large new working population attracted by the 
munitions factory erected at Gretna. The Central Control 
Board (Liquor Traffic) was formed and a number of 
houses were closed and the remainder improved. This 
board was wound up in 1921 and the houses came under 
the direct control of the Home Secretary. This has 
continued ever since. 
For totally different reasons, the Licensing Act, 1949, 
provided for the extension of state management to New 


Towns. It was thought that this would provide a planned 
distribution of high standard public houses. 

The Chief Architect of the Home Office was briefed by 
the State Management Scheme to design a small licensed 
house comprising public bar, mixed smoking room and 
off sales, situated in a local authority neighbourhood unit, 
on a small corner site with open views to the south across 
school playing fields. 

In view of this the whole of the premises have been kept 
to a rather intimate domestic scale to harmonise with the 
surrounding development. The external elevations use 
warm materials such as Westmorland slates laid in 
diminishing courses on the roof and mixed buff rustic 
facing bricks generally for the external walls, contrasted 
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‘Arroyo Arms’, Harraby, Carlisle,

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with dark rustic facings on the gable ends. The upper 
section of the west elevation is finished with waney edge 
weather boarding framed with a projecting member 
painted white. The window surrounds generally are in 
natural hardwood with metal casements. The main doors, 
external and internal, are also in moulded hardwood. A 
mosaic tile panel has been introduced in the off sales 
entrance showing a jug and bottle in outline. 


The interior decor is in the same manner, expression 
again being obtained by the varying use of materials, 
including a blue slate fireplace set in brick chimney piece, 
forming a small inglenook with fixed seating in the mixed 
smoking room. 

The building is planned with a ground floor cellar 
having automatic temperature control, the first to be used 
by the State Management. The service areas, which are 
concentrated centrally between the bars, enable the house to 
be operated easily by the Manager himself during quiet 
periods and with minimum numbers of staff at peak 
periods, thus affording easy interchange if necessary. The 
counters are arranged with two pairs of beer engines and

a central wash-up instead of the usual central group of 
four pumps. This helps to reduce the delay in service 
during rush hours. 

A small flat for the Manager has been provided on the 
first floor based on local government housing standards, 
with a private entrance from the rear. 


The sign takes the form of a French soldier in period 
dress, commemorating the battle of Arroyo-dos-Milnes at 
which 34th of Foot, The Border Regiment, defeated the 
34th French Infantry, capturing drums and other regalia, 
a victory which is still celebrated yearly by the Border 
Regiment.

Drawings required in the Preliminary stage 
are (1) an outline plan in diagrammatic form 
superimposed on the 1/25,000 Ordnance 
survey showing the competitor’s long-term 
proposals for urban motorways and parking 
facilities in the County of London, and (2) a 
plan to a scale of 1/2,500 of any area not more 
than 14 miles square within a radius of 6 miles 
of Charing Cross showing the proposed 
general scheme of development and illustrating 
the following features related to the outline 
plan: (a) a major interchange between two 
motorways, (b) an access point between the 
motorway and the existing street system, (c) a 
major off-street. parking facility, and (d) im- 
proved circulation on the existing streets, with 
layout modified where necessary. In addition 
a report of not more than 6,000 words. 

In the Final stage a plan and sections to a 
scale of 1/1,250 of a part of the area referred 
to under (2) above is required, showing the 
detailed treatment of the motorway related to 
its immediate surroundings. Two models are 
required at this stage. 

The necessary traffic diagrams are supplied 
with the conditions, also suggested design data 
for urban motorways. 

In the section of conditions headed * General 
Information ’, it is stated that the choice of 
new routes should be governed by considera- 
tions which include: (a) known (1954) and 
expected future average hourly traffic volumes ; 
(b) existing development and proposed future 
development of land; (c) the road develop- 
ment proposals now agreed outside the County 
boundary ; (d) existing and proposed public 
transport facilities ; and (e) topographical and 
geological features. The attention of compe- 
titors is drawn to the need for a network of 
new roads in the directions of the major traffic 
flows ; they are warned against the adoption 
of some preconceived overall geometrical road 
pattern.

The Architect of the Future 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—As a layman closely connected 
with architects and architecture for 
a number of years, I should like to offer 
my views on certain aspects of the pro- 
fession that are under constant discussion 
at the present time. My considered view 
on the training and educational system 
for architects is that it is far too easy to 
qualify and therefore there are today too 
many architects. I hasten to add that 1 
do not necessarily mean there are too 
many people in architecture. Too many 
architects lower the prestige of the pro- 
fession. Why not raise the standard and 
only have the best as architects and the 
remainder, call them what you will, 
would become employees of architects? 
In this way, the architect as leader of his 
team could employ specialists in particu- 
lar branches of his business without hav- 
ing, as at the moment, to employ other 
architects or student architects all striving 
to reach the top and in many cases, con- 
sidering they can do the job better than 
the principal. 

There are many architects in practice 
today who, although good designers who 
know their construction, contract law, etc., 
have little knowledge of the running of a 
successful office. Little, if any, time is 
devoted to this in the Schools according to 
my inquiries, and it occurs to me that the 
RIBA might help here by offering a service 
to qualified architects by operating a kind 
of advisory service to members wishing to 
commence in private practice. Such advice 
would cover such things as office organisa- 
tion, books to be kept, salaries being paid, 
certificates, forms to be used, income tax, 
contract procedure etc. The RIBA at the 
moment have standard certificate forms and 
forms of agreement between client and 
architect. Why not extend this service to 
cater also for standard variation orders and 
so on? A more standard method of pro- 
cedure between architects and contractors 
would surely be welcomed by all, as no two 
practices appear to have identical methods. 
Its absence also confuses the employees of 
architects and students who change 
employers. Recently in the building Press, 
letters have appeared suggesting a form be 
used for informing nominated sub-contrac- 
tors of amounts included for them in cer- 
tificates. Such a form has been used for 
many years by more than one firm to my 
knowledge. I am not suggesting that the 
RIBA should try and institute a compulsory 
procedure with compulsory forms, but I 
believe they should have available to mem- 
bers a standard procedure for acceptance 
or to form the basis of members’ own action. 


Faced with the competition of the ‘all-in 
service,’ the architect must be armed with a 
good business organisation if he is to com- 
pete with the resources and finances avail- 
able to the large contractors, etc. I believe 
that a lot of clients, whilst appreciating the 
artistic element of their architect, eventually 
tire of his services because of his lack of 
business organisation, If they can find bet- 
ter organisation elsewhere, I think they will 
go to it, even if the ultimate building does 
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not turn Out an architectural masterpiece. 
Architects must organise themselves on a 
more businesslike footing, and surely they 
must cease to be so critical of each others’ 
work, especially in front of the public. 

In short, I believe that architects must first 
set their own house in order; produce a good 
design and service to their clients; get on 
with the job without being critical of other 
architects’ work; and be sure to leave their 
own clients well satisfied. The best will out 
in the end. * LAYMAN.”

A Morphology of Building 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—Mr. Vinycomb’s letter (The Buil- 
der, November 14), referring as it 
does to the question of Minimal Surfaces 
in relation to Perimeters, is indeed indica- 
tive of a discerning mind probing the 
problems that concern the more thought- 
ful of us engaged in the building industry 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

With the greatest respect, however, one 
can but ask whether Mr. Vinycomb is pre- 
pared to face the logical outcome of his 
inquiries. Groggenheimer, in his ‘ Augstu- 
genblurt auf dem Hoggendoggen Schwintz- 
hofgrube,’ states the long-term modern view: 
‘The hypothetical predeterminant based on 
the coefficient of reversionary anti-social 
behaviour is in direct proportion to the 
bureaucratic pre-development of the multi 
valent human factor,’ and it is only by 
linking such human trends with the purely 
mathematical ones referred to by your 
correspondent that true harmony and unity 
of purpose may be achieved. 

This latter point is brought out very clearly 
in the various developments of the Liebnitz 
Strumpelwelter formula, especially in the 
light that the later, more developed formulae 
shed on such problems as those of the super- 
torsional stresses induced in differential pre- 
dicators of the athompherical type. 

It is indeed impossible within the limits of 
space available to do more than touch on 
these problems, and one can only be grateful 


to Mr. Vinycomb for having raised the 
matter, R. H. MILDRED.

PRARCLAYS were the first joint stock bank to build a 

first floor banking hall with escalator access from street 
level and in these premises they have again used this 
arrangement. 

In cities such as Birmingham with limited shopping 
frontages, the difference in rental between ground floor 
and first floor is considerable and in this case it is sufficient 
to write off the £22,000 cost of the lifts and escalators in 
less than four years. 


The original High-street branch was destroyed by enemy 
action in 1941 and the new branch which replaces it is on 
the other side of the road in the £5 million City Centre 
House development. This 12-storey central area re- 
development project accommodates many of the shop- 
keepers and tenants who originally occupied what is locally

known as the ‘ Big Top’ site because of its link with the 
circus. 

The architect arranged to utilize the basement for strong 
rooms, toilets, staff room, stationery and storage with the 
public space, bank office, Manager’s rooms, machine room 
and kitchen at first-floor level. 

The first-floor area has a frontage of approximately 
50 ft. on to High-street with a fine view down into 
Birmingham Bull Ring and Markets area. It was therefore 
decided to use the front portion of the reservation for the 
banking hall with clerks’ desks positioned beneath the 
windows and the Manager’s room, public waiting space 
and a small kitchen for tea and coffee breaks located at the 
back of the reservation beneath a light well. 

A first floor banking hall does not attract the same 
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amount of attention as a ground-floor bank and from the 
beginning the bank had to be prepared to compete as far 
as frontage and design were concerned with its two immedi- 
ate neighbours, a tailor one side and a jeweller the other. 
Rather than attempt this in terms of neon signs, coloured 
tiles and chrome, it was decided to frame the bank entrance 
in a simple black proscenium arch to stop off the tangle of 
commercial development on either side. The brightly 
illuminated escalator is seen within a dark picture frame 
which is closed at night by silver bronze panelled entrance 
doors. By day these fold back to form reveals to the 
armourplate doors through which the escalator is seen. 


A mural runs alongside the escalator in the long narrow 
entrance hall. This mural, 9 ft. high and 30 ft. long, 
carried out in 4 in. black, white and grey ceramic tile 
tessellations, is a wall texture rather than a pictorial essay 
and is positioned in such a way that, although not seen in its 
entirety from within the bank, it can be seen by passers-by 
on the pavement or on the other side of High-street. 


A first-floor escalator bank is a completely different 
architectural experience. Instead of entering through the 
doors of the vestibule the customer enters through the 
floor of the public space. In this case, the escalator well is 
enclosed by a simple square section balustrade carrying

plate glass panels. The whole of the wall at the head of the 
escalator is faced in Ashburton marble. The accommo- 
dation has been planned throughout to give intervisibility 
with the various functions of the banking hall enclosed 
behind glass screens, by which contact between customer 
and staff is improved and personal attention becomes 
possible. Senior members of the staff occupy a raised dais 
from which they can see not only their subordinate staff 
but also the customers in the banking hall. The junior 
members of the staff are similarly able to see the customers. 
The Manager’s and Assistant Manager’s rooms, and the 
security department are also enclosed by glass screens. 


To prevent solar heating and glare, the large first-floor 
windows have been fitted with vertical Venetian blinds but 
the main feeling of privacy and security is basically due to 
the fact that the branch is away from the street at first floor 
level. In the detailing of the bank fittings privacy has been 
provided in the waiting space, at the counter and in the 
private securities box where facilities exist for customers to 
examine their deed boxes on a small steel topped counter. 


So that there should be no loss of apparent scale as 
between one part of the bank and another, the Manager’s 
room is rather larger than would normally have been pro- 
vided and has been so designed that in one portion of the 
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room the Manager works at his desk and in the remainder, 
receives his customers at a hexagonal table. The functions 
of the room are expressed differently by changed wall and 
ceiling finishes. A * round table ’ atmosphere was required 
in the Manager’s room and the hexagonal shape was used 
for the table tops and elsewhere in the premises as a silver 
bronze pattern inlaid or decoratively engraved on door 
handles, grilles and table tops. 

The design, detailing and specification of the bank 
fittings is the result of considerable research during the 
course of which the architect was able to work in con- 
sultation with the future branch Manager. As a result 
several most interesting features have been incorporated in 
the design. These include a mechanical conveyor belt 
behind the counter for documents, several specially de-

signed items of steel furniture for the storage of vouchers 
and ledgers and special desks and sorting top facilities 
beneath banks of steel pigeon holes. 

Perhaps the most interesting piece of technical design is 
the double pedestal mobile till, which is a complete 
departure from the conventional single drawer wooden 
till. The double pedestal mobile till is an assembly 
consisting of a fixed pedestal for coin and a mobile pedestal 
for notes separated by a stationery unit. These three units 
are constructed of steel and positioned beneath a trad- 
itionally constructed wooden counter. At the end of the 
day the contents of the fixed pedestal are transferred to the 
mobile pedestal which is then transported to the strong 
room. On arrival next morning the cashier’s till is im- 
mediately ready for service in the same condition as he had 
put it away.

THE THEORY OF PROPORTION IN ARCHI- 
TECTURE. By P. H. Scholfield. (Cam- 
bridge University Press.) Price 30s. 

7 [HE Theory of Proportion in Archi- 

tecture’ is a learned book. * A His- 

tory of...etc.” would more fully have 
described the contents. It takes us by a 
series of chapters from what is thought 
by some to have been the proportional 
theory of the ancient Greeks to what is 
known to be the modular theory of Mon- 
sieur Corbusier. 

Careful examination of the search for 
a Theory of Proportion is apt to recall 
the once absorbing search for the Philo- 
sopher’s Stone; if the answer to the imme- 
diate question has not been conclusively 
discovered a great many interesting and 
important things have marked the path 
of exploration. 

The author states that ‘the first thing 
to be made clear is that we are concerned 
only with the visual proportion, with the 
relationships of the shapes and sizes of 
objects which please the eye.’ That is 
an interesting premise as it seems to put 
the onus fairly squarely on ‘ the eye’ or, 
if preferred, ‘the mind’s eye.’ 

What is really being sought is, then, 
some theoretical, mechanical, arithmetic 
or geometric system which, once it has 
successfully satisfied the earnest scrutiny 
of ‘the eye’ can be employed as a kind 
of short cut or technical convenience to 
obtain a satisfactorily proportioned archi- 
tectural design. All serious designers 
probably use some such check or guide. 
After reading this comprehensive book 
they may well be asking themselves 
whether their own particular system is in 
fact the best one for their purpose. 

In any event the question will remain 
as to how far any such system can be 
carried. Somewhere there must be a 
happy but quite arbitrary mean. Too 
broad an application, by omitting too 
much, will miss the mark. Too close an 
employment, recalling the ingenious Mr. 
Kerrich who found that all Gothic design 
conformed to the vesica piscis—provided 
he used almost infinite sub-divisions of 
that intriguing figure—will justify the 
wildest deviations. 

All systems of proportions are broadly 
distinguished, as this book makes clear, 
as the commensurable and the incommen- 
surable or, if preferred, as the arithmetic 
and the geometric. Consensus of judg- 
ment by ‘the eye’ seems to favour the 
geometric as having a kind of haunting 
subtlety about it but, in use, a practical 
consideration intervenes. 

Architectural design, if intended for 
realisation, must be translatable. Brick- 
layers, carpenters and steel erectors, for 
all our modern education, still find it diffi- 
cult to work, for instance, to the square 
of root three. We seem to need a system 
which will combine the merits of both 
worlds. How near we have come to that 
ideal, or how far we are still from it, this 
book very adequately and _lucidly 
explains.

CHARTERED QUANTITY 
SURVEYORS 
The Annual Dinner 


HE annual dinner of the Chartered 

Quantity Surveyors Committee of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
was held at Grosvenor House, W1, on 
November 18 with the chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. G. D. Walford, in the 
chair. Unfortunately Mr. Hugh Molson, 
Minister of Works, who was to have been 
the principal guest speaker, was unable 
to attend owing to illness. His place was 
taken by Sir Edward Muir, KCB, 
Permanent Secretary, Ministry of Works, 
who most ably filled the gap in the list of 
speakers. 

Mr. J. T. A. Brooks, CBE, who proposed 
the toast of the guests, said he was sure that 
all present would want to give a warm wel- 
come to the Royal Institution’s President, 
Mr. F. G. Fleury, after his visit to RICS 
offices in Canada in what had been a very 
successful tour. No quantity surveyors’ 
dinner would be possible without the 
presence of many architect friends, and in 
particular he wanted to give a warm welcome 
to the President of RIBA, Mr. Basil Spence. 

This was one of the few occasions, Mr. 
Brooks continued, when architects and 
quantity surveyors could sit down together 
without worrying about cost planning and 
cost control. 

Turning to the conditions prevailing in the 
industry today, Mr. Brooks made two points. 
First, under a policy of firm price contract- 
ing there had been more preplanning than 
had been enjoyed for a long time. Secondly, 
architects had made a very good start in 
supplying contractors with the drawings that 
they required. Both these points really 
added up to ‘just good practice.’ 


Triple Retirement 


Mr. Brooks then referred to the fact that 
they were meeting for the last time, in their 
official capacity, the secretary of the RICS, 
Sir Alexander Killick; the Secretary of the 
RIBA, Mr. C. D. Spragg; and the Director 
of the NFBTE, Mr. S. F. S. Hearder, who 
were due to retire from the important posts 
they held next year. Sir Alexander Killick 
had been with the RICS for 26 years, during 
which time the services rendered by the 
Royal Institution had increased in magnitude 
and scope, and no one had played a greater 
part in this than Sir Alexander. ‘ We quantity 
surveyors,’ said Mr. Brooks, ‘ are very appre- 
ciative of the help and guidance and inspired 
leadership shown by him.’ 

Sik Epwarp Muir, who responded, ex- 
pressed the regrets of the Minister for 
being unable to be present, but it had been 
hoped that his Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. 
Harmar Nicholls, would take his place. 
However, he said, ‘ whips have turned them- 
selves into scorpions at Westminister, and 
he cannot be here.’ Nevertheless he thought 
it ‘rather good for one of those top people 
from Whitehall who usually sit looking 
down their noses while politicians speak, to 
have to perform himself.’ 

To illustrate how quantity surveyors had 
grown in importance in recent years, Sir 
Edward related how, when he joined the 
Office of Works in 1927, he thought he knew 
what architects were and did (he soon 





learned better), he thought he knew some- 
thing about engineers, but he had never even 
heard of quantity surveyors and had not the 
slightest idea of their functions! It had 
gradually been borne in on him, however, 
that quantity surveyors were the nannies to 
whom everyone ran when they were in 
trouble, and that one could not get far with- 
out making friends with these admirable 
people. 

In a tribute to Sir Alexander Killick, Sir 
Edward spoke of the ‘respect and almost 
one might say, love for him that all who 
have had dealings with him in the public 
service feel for him.’ 

Sir Edward ended with a brief reference 
to firm price tendering. ‘We feel rather 
pleased with ourselves about this—that is 
enough said,’ he declared. 

Sir ALEXANDER KILLICK, who seconded 
the responses, said he was set upon an un- 
charted course (‘ notice the Naval shadow’), 
but one thing he did promise in his retire- 
ment was that there should be ‘no memoirs 
from me. No indiscretions shall escape my 
pen. I shall not write what the architect 


said to the builder about the quantity 
surveyor.’ 
Quantity surveyors, he continued, were 


members of a great profession who had made 
great strides even in his short memory. They 
had the hallmark of quality, they set a tone, 
they aimed for the stars and were not far 
short of attaining them. To the Chartered 
Quantity Surveyors he said: ‘Thank you. 
Please extend to my successor some of the 
tolerance you have extended to me.’

Jack, LRIBA, was elected a vice-president, 
and is the first lady to hold office in the 
Faculty. Mr. Sydney Clough, FRIBA was 
elected president-elect.

T= functional requirement at RAF Station, Abingdon, 
was for a hangar with three bays, each of floor area 
approximately 112 ft. x 196 ft., to accommodate Beverley 
aircraft of Transport Command during routine mainten- 
ance and repair, with a possible requirement for two further 
bays at a later stage. This requirement also takes into 
account the arising need to accommodate Britannia 
aircraft. 

The Royal Air Force has, at present, no other hangar of 
adequate dimensions for this task and it has been necessary 
to move Beverleys into the existing Type ‘C’ hangars by a 
system of side skid trolleys (which move the aircraft side- 
ways through the hangar doors) since the wing span of 
165 ft. prevents normal entry. The height of the Type ‘C’ 
hangar doors is inadequate to allow the Beverley tail plane 
(37 ft. high) to enter, except by the use of equipment which 
lifts the nose wheels and depresses the tail. 

A drawing was prepared by Air Ministry giving the 
requirements in detail for the accommodation and main- 
tenance hangar and indicating the dimensions and layout 
required, the arrangement of the office and technical 
accommodation in the annexe, the extent of glazed areas 
and the concertina folding doors. Also prepared was a 
particulars specification which laid down all relevant 
design criteria such as the loading on roofs and working 
platforms of 15 and 60 lbs. per sq. ft. respectively and the 
capacity of cranes and hoists to be fitted. It also gave the 
maximum wind velocity (to be assumed as 85 m.p.h.) and 
a maximum temperature variation of 45 degrees F. 

Selected contractors were invited to design a hangar and 
to submit tenders based on the foregoing requirement. 
Firms were free to offer designs in constructional steel- 
work, structural aluminium alloy, in situ, precast, or 
pre-stressed reinforced concrete. Six designs were sub- 
mitted for consideration. One was in aluminium con-

struction, one in structural steel with aluminium roof, one in 
precast pre-stressed frame construction and the others were 
in varying designs of pre-stressed — in situ — construction. 
Points considered in the examination of the tenders in- 
cluded price, aesthetic appearance and stability of the 
structure, conformity with all the laid down design criteria, 
erection time, durability and maintenance costs. 


The tender accepted by Air Ministry offered an original 
design for a triple arch barrel vault roof in pre-stressed 
concrete construction. The design is based on the casting 
of the pre-stressed roof at ground level and subsequent 
jacking up into position with sixteen 200-ton hydraulic 
jacks. 

The electrical installation, the compressed air services 
and the external services were subsequently designed by Air 
Ministry to complete the scheme. 


The accepted tender price was the lowest submitted, 
being about 10 per cent less than the second lowest and 
approximately 28 per cent below the highest tender. It 
can therefore be inferred that the type of design accepted 
by Air Ministry effects a considerable saving over 
traditional construction.

Papers at the Royal Institute of British Architects 


Two papers on‘ Fire Protection’ were given at a meeting of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects held at 66 Portland-place, W1, on November 25, from which 
extracts are given below. The papers were respectively ‘ Structural Fire Protec- 
tion Today,’ by Mr. Eric L. Bird, MBE, MC, ARIBA, and ‘ Whither Fire 
Protection?’ by Mr. S. D. Studd.

STRUCTURAL FIRE 
PROTECTION TODAY 
By Eric L. Bird 


[= first object of fire protection is to 
ensure safety of life; the second is 
to preserve from damage, resulting from 
the occasional outbreak, the activities (or 
occupancies) housed in buildings. Occu- 
pancies are usually of greater value, both 
intrinsic and monetary, than the buildings 
themselves. 

Fire protection can be subdivided into 
three parts namely (1) Fire prevention, 
which is or should be mainly the concern 
of the occupants of buildings. (2) Fire- 
fighting, which is the business of firemen, 
but which includes attack on incipient 
outbreaks with hand or automatic equip- 
ment. (3) Structural fire protection, which 
is the responsibility of architects and 
local authorities. This last is the subject 
which I shall principally discuss. 

When an aircraft crashed into the 
Empire State Building, hurling some 1,500 
gallons of flaming petrol into it, the New 
York Fire Brigade were able to fight the 
fire at a height of 700 ft. above the street, 
getting it under control in 19 minutes 
and out in 40, while the occupants of the 
10 storeys above the fire walked down 
through the protected staircases to safe 
storeys below. That achievement was 
made possible only by the proper appli- 
cation to the original design of structural 
fire protection principles. 


The Principles of Compartmenting 


The confining of a fire to manageable 
dimensions in a large building means its 
subdivision into a series of fire-tight 
compartments. Today we have to create 
superimposed compartments in multi: 
storey buildings. 

This has two features. First, the use 
of structural elements of known fire: 
resistance and appropriate grade to form 
the boundaries of each compartment and 
the supports in it. Second, the use of 
various devices, principally fire-resisting 
doors, to prevent fire passing between 
compartments through the _ essential 
openings of doorways, stairs, lifts, win- 
dows and ducts. 

This feature of compartmenting is now 
reflected in building by-laws and fairly 
generally accepted, though there are still 
far too many instances in new building 
where reinforced concrete floors are 
supported on unprotected steelwork and 
where enclosure by structural elements is 
incomplete, revealing that the designer 
has not understood the basic principles of 
compartmenting. 

Much less well understood and practised 





is the protection of openings. Without 
such protection, the use of fire-resisting 
construction is almost useless because fire 
can pass throughout the building, 
destroying the contents, endangering 
lives and leaving nothing but a fire- 
racked shell. All staircases and lift 
shafts in multi-storey buildings ought to 
be enclosed in vertical compartments of 
fire-resisting construction and cut-off at 
all levels by self-closing fire-resisting 
doors. This arrests the _ especially 
dangerous ‘ flue-effect” of hot gases and 
smoke, which otherwise will rise quickly 
by convection up the shafts of stairs and 
lifts. There have been many cases of 
fires in basements igniting roofs, with little 
if any damage in intermediate storeys. 


Escape in Multi-Storey Buildings 


This brings me to the second require- 
ment—that occupants of buildings should 
be able to escape easily to a place of 
safety. A ‘place of safety’ is not 
necessarily outside the building, though 
getting the people out is a tradition in 
firefighting. In a properly compart- 
mented building another compartment, 
even a protected staircase, is a place of 
safety. It should be noted that in the 
Empire State Building fire, the occupants 
did not need to leave the building. 

In this connection a proposal for hospi- 
tals has been advanced by the Nuffield 
Provincial Hospitals Trust. If ward 
blocks are constructed with two or more 
compartments on the same level, safety 
for patients can be achieved by wheeling 
their beds from the compartment affected 
into adjoining compartments, a method 
that is quicker and far less likely to injure 
the patients than transporting them down 
and out by lift and staircase to the open 
air. This Panel termed ‘two-stage 
escape’ inferring that in the unlikely 
event of the fire growing to uncontroll- 
able dimensions the compartmenting 
would give time for the necessarily slow 
evacuation of patients by the staff. 


Fire-Fighting 


Today we have abandoned the idea that 
buildings should be of restricted height 
and aligned on street frontages so that 
firemen shall be able to reach any part 
by ladder. Tall buildings, in which this 
is not possible, will be dominant features 
in the future urban scene, whether 
offices, blocks of flats, hotels, hospitals or 
technical colleges. To be safe, such 
buildings must be constructed and 
equipped according to the principles 
which I have outlined. If these principles 
are adopted I think there need be no limit 
to the height and cube of buildings, from 
the point of view of fire safety. 
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The Small House 


Of the ordinary two storey house little 
more need be said than that the standard 
of safety set by traditional construction 
as specified in the building by-laws, is 
accepted as tolerable. But any diver- 
gence from traditional construction needs 
to be carefully examined to make sure 
that this standard is not reduced. An 
instance of such reduction has been in 
some cases the substitution for the 
traditional plaster on walls and ceilings of 
lining materials which can suffer from 
spread of surface fire. Another has been 
the installation of ill-considered designs 
of non-traditional flue. 


The Large Single-Storey Factory 


The single-storey factory is tending to 
replace the old mill-type building as linear 
mass-production processes are increas- 
ingly adopted. These processes demand 
buildings of great horizontal extent, 
sometimes even more than one million 
sq. ft. of floor space. Production methods 
prohibit compartmenting except the 
separation by fire-resisting walls of stores 
and sub-departments, though manufac- 
turers are notoriously lax and ignorant 
of the possibilities in this direction—at 
least they were until the Jaguar fire last 
year administered a salutary jolt. 

These huge buildings with their unpro- 
tected steel space-frame rooms, require an 
approach in respect of fire protection that 
is quite different from that needed in other 
building types—one on which there is 
little basic research as yet. I would 
emphasise the apparent value of auto- 
matic fire vents in the roof to allow heat 
to escape, thus lengthening the life of 
the steelwork and giving firemen more 
time in which to extinguish the fire before 
the roof comes down on their heads. It 
was collapse of steelwork through con- 
finement of heat which was most 
responsible for the greatest industrial fire 
so far, the General Motor Fire at Livonia 
in Michigan where the damage amounted 
to more than 50 million dollars. 

A recent American practice is to 
provide ‘curtain boards’ or wide hoods 
over fire-hazardous items of plant, 
terminating in automatic vents in the roof, 
so that heat and smoke are canalised out 
of the building. But a much wider 
adoption of automatic sprinklers by 
British industry would greatly reduce the 
present annual figure of £12m. of indus- 
trial fire damage. 


Staircases 


For many years it has been a practice 
in American skyscrapers to place lift 
batteries, lavatories and escape staircases 
in a centrally-placed ‘ core’ of the build- 
ing, all without natural lighting. The plan 
of the Empire State Building is an ex- 
ample. Certain safeguards in respect of 
artificial lighting, double cut-off doors and 
vents in what Americans term ‘ smoke: 
proof towers’ are necessary. But it seems 
to me that the internal escape staircase is 
a technological device we could well 
adopt in this country. It has been proved 
safe in the United States. 

There is, however, one important 
feature of staircase escapes which requires 
mention. They feed to be maintained in 
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good working order. It seems to me that, 
if the community wish for economic rea- 
sons to erect tall buildings, they should 
be compelled to submit to inspection of 
such buildings at any time by fire officers 
in order to ensure that the means of 
safety for the occupants is maintained 
in good working order. Until this is done, 
we shall have to rely on the excellent 
propaganda among building owners at 
present undertaken by the Fire Protection 
Association. 

The principles of structural fire protec- 
tion are now fairly well established and 
form a subject which can and should be 
taught to students of architecture. Struc- 
tural fire protection begins on the archi- 
tect’s drawing board. 

Today the community is demanding 
larger and larger buildings. Architects 
have to design them so that full value is 
obtained for the capital expended. Struc- 
tural protection is, after all, an overhead 
charge on buildings which has to be paid 
to ensure safety. The present conflict of 
ideas between architects, firemen and the 
officers of local authorities responsible 
for building seems to me a waste of 
effort. Co-operation would help towards 
more fruitful expenditure of that over- 
head charge and the attainment of stan- 
dards of safety in which the community 
could have confidence. 


WHITHER FIRE PROTECTION? 
By S. D. Studd 


TRUCTURAL ffire’ protection of 
buildings is not a modern technique 
—its effective application dates back to 
the time when Parliament gave the city 
of London powers under the Building Act 
of 1667 to require among other things 
substantial construction of the carcase of 
buildings including the provision of fire 
resisting party walls and the covering of 
roofs with incombustible materials. 

If, in the future, we are to make a 
serious contribution to the reduction of 
fire wastage there must be a more radical 
approach to the unresolved problems of 
fire protection. The solution to some of 
these problems may be within our reach, 
now that the fundamental principles of 
fire protection are more clearly 
established. . 

If fire protection laws are to be effective 
in reducing fire losses they must be made 
to apply to all buildings whether new or 
existing. It would, however, be unreason- 
able to expect the present by-law stan- 
dards of structural fire resistence to apply 
to existing buildings in consequence of 
the heavy costs involved. We must seek 
other means of minimising the risks of 
structural fire damage. 

It is becoming increasingly obvious to 
many fire officers that unless the hazards 
of use and occupancy of buildings can 
be brought under more effective control, 
the present by-law standards of structural 
safety will not in themselves provide an 
assurance against a complete burnout. 

The answers to many of our fire pro 
tection problems are to be found in the 
recommendations of the Fire Grading 
Committee. Where experience has shown 
that these recommendations, when 
adopted, have been a contributory fac- 


tor in the reduction of fire growth, is not 
this a_ sufficiently good reason to 
suggest that they should be given power 
of enforcement? 


The Minister of Labour and National 
Service has been looking into the need 
to extend precautions in factories. As a 
result Parliament is now being asked to 
extend the Minister’s powers to enable 
him to make special regulations as to 
measures that must be taken to reduce 
the risk of fire breaking out and fire and 
smoke spreading in any factory. 
Requirements may be prescribed with 
respect to the internal construction of 
factories and the materials which may be 
used in that construction. 


These extended powers are being hailed 
by fire protectionists as a most progres- 
sive and enlightened piece of legislation. 

But why should the standard of safety 
in factories be higher than those which 
are enforceable in other types of build- 
ings? The life risk in many hotels, 
boarding houses and hostels can be much 
more serious than the life risks in some 
factories. 

Fire precautions which are related to 
the fire hazards should be made to apply 
to -all buildings whatever the fire load 
classification or occupancy gradings. 

If we cannot place too much store on 
the present statutory requirements to 
reduce fire losses, and a Code of Practice 
that would provide a high standard of 
safety against all foreseeable fire hazards 
in buildings of every classification cannot 
be prescribed, we might at least begin our 
second experiment in structural fire pro- 
tection by considering the adoption of 
measures similar to those which are now 
proposed in the Factories Act, 1937 to 
1958. 

The future course and scale of research 
and investigation into safety from fire in 
buildings will be influenced to some 
degree by the interest displayed by the 
architectural profession. 

This vast subject will not, however, be 
solved by hastily conceived legislation. 
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News of the Week 


Cambridge University Review 


HE Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge 
University, Lord Adrian, OM, FRS, 
Master of Trinity College, disclosed in 
his recent annual review at the opening of 
the new academical year that administra- 
tive buildings for the new Fitzwilliam 
House were included in the 1961 univer- 
sity building programme. 

Addressing the university, Lord 
Adrian, who was later installed for the 
second time as Vice-Chancellor, said: 
‘A major event is the acquisition of the 
Grove Estate in Huntingdon-road, sub- 
ject to a life interest in the house, as a 
site for the new Fitzwilliam House and 
to provide more land for New Hall when 
in due course that foundation can begin 
to build on the site of the orchard next 
door, which it already owns. 

‘No less important is the fact that the 
University Grants Committee has agreed 
to include the administrative buildings 
for the new Fitzwilliam House in the 
building programme for the year 1961. 
A building committee of the - Financial 
Board, together with representatives of 
the Non-Collegiate Students Board, is 
already at work and it is expected that 
an architect for the new house will be 
appointed before the end of the year.’ 

Lord Adrian referred to the appear- 
ance of major new buildings and the 
signs of more to come. Impressive con- 
structions were rising to house the Arts 
Faculties, architects and contractors 
seemed to be busy everywhere with pro- 
jects for rehousing crowded departments, 
and the largest university chemical 
laboratory in Europe was to be opened 
by Princess Margaret, who had con- 
sented to visit Cambridge on November 
6 and to receive an honorary degree. 

He added: ‘The important issues 
include a scheme for building a univer- 
sity club to take the place of the present 
Combination Room and a report of the 
Faculty Board of Fine Arts which urges 
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LLEWELLIN HOSPITAL, KITWE, NORTHERN RHODESIA: Africa’s newest hospital was 
opened on October |. It has accommodation for 318 European and African patients and occupies 
a90-acresite. Built in reinforced concrete, the major buildings are linked by reinforced concrete 


tunnels which carry all the service lines. 


Consultants for the structural design and special 


services were Brian Coiquhoun and Partners, and the quantity surveyors were Evans and 


Wimshurst. 


The architects were the Public Works Department, Lusaka, and the main con- 


tractors were Richard Costain (Africa) Ltd.

Colonial Office Site Decision 


A DECISION on the new block for the 
Colonial Office planned 12 years ago for 
a site opposite Westminster Abbey has 
been reached by the Government. The 
larger part of the site is not to be built 
on at all and a quite modest block of 
offices will be erected on the remaining 
part. Accommodation for the Colonial 
Office is to be arranged in a new building 
to be erected in Richmond-terrace, 
Whitehall. 

The building line now agreed on, sub- 
ject to planning approval, would run from 
a point between Mathew Parker-street 
and Lewisham-street to connect with 
Little Sanctuary (behind Middlesex Guild 
Hall).

‘ Factory-like’ College 


BRIGHTON’S PROPOSED new £500,000 
College of Art looks too ‘ factory-like,’ 
according to Alderman C. W. Newman, 
chairman of the town’s planning commit- 
tee. ‘The outside is nothing but glass 
and stucco.” This criticism was made 
when Brighton Town Council agreed that 
the elevation of the College should 
include features of refinement, and also 
have adequate car parking facilities. 

The chairman of the Education Com- 
mittee, Councillor D. S. Y. Baker, replied 
‘We have got to marry the modern build- 
ing with the adjoining Regency terraces 
and the Royal Pavilion. I can assure 
the Alderman it will not be finished in 
stucco. We would like to see it in Port- 
land stone, but this will depend on the 
cost when the time comes to finish the 
Grand Parade frontage.’ 

Subject to ministerial approval, the 
first instalment of the College, costing 
£153,000, will now go out to tender.

New President Installed 


R. U. AYLMER COATES, BArch, 

FRIBA, was installed as president 

of the Town Planning Institute at a general 

meeting held on November 5 at the Living- 

stone Hall, Broadway, Westminster, -.SW1. 

The following extracts are from his Presi- 
dential Address:— 

The increase in the size of our member- 
ship and of the Institute’s influence in plan- 
ning matters throughout the world is most 
encouraging. There are now nearly 4,000 
members, of whom three-quarters are cor- 
porate members, and they are in 51 countries 
ranging from Argentina to Zanzibar; 500 are 
overseas. 

I propose now to come to my theme 
which is—after a decade of planning under 
the Silkin Act—What are some of the 
important issues which face planning in the 
next 10 years? 

Our towns were designed for a different 
age and are ill-adapted to change as the cir- 
cumstances which fashioned their origins 
alter. They have decayed in the centre, and 
peripheral extensions have proceeded apace 
—giving rise to longer journeys to work and 
the recession of the countryside; and the 
large and congested towns now look outside 
their boundaries for a solution to their prob- 
lems of space. 

Development Plans show that, by 1971, 
275,000 people are to be accommodated out- 
side the congested areas of the West Mid- 
lands; 316,000 are to be overspilled from 
the County of London, and 330,000 from the 
County Boroughs of Lancashire. Through- 
out the country a million or more people 
still need to be dispersed, but the number 
will depend upon the space standards 
accepted in the cities. 

Measured against such figures the rate of 
dispersal of population and industry can 
only be regarded as slow despite the rehous- 
ing by the end of 1957 of over 160,000 per- 
sons in London's eight new towns. 

Apart from the immediate problems of 
high interest rates and restrictions on private 
and public borrowing, there are other 
reasons for this slow pace. One of them is 
that the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government endeavours to disperse popula- 
tion and industry while the Board of Trade 
is charged with industrial distribution. The 
Board’s objective, as defined for them by 
the Government, has been to bring work to 
depressed areas and to reduce high, localised 
unemployment. 

Conflicting Policies 

The present divisions of high-level respon- 
sibility tend to produce confusion, mitigated, 
it must be conceded, by improved layouts 
and detail planning—with shops, schools, 
open spaces and social facilities generally in 
sufficient quantity and arranged sensibly in 
relation to each other. But there is still only 
a Vague awareness of more fundamental 
considerations. 

In some areas the policies of the Ministry 
of Housing and the Board of Trade actually 
run into diametric opposition as, for example, 
in Merseyside and Clydeside where the 
Board is encouraging new industries—bring- 
ing with them new housing demands—while 


the local planning authorities, supported by 
the Ministry of Housing, are trying to shed 
industry and population to relieve conges- 
tion, and to provide improved living and 
working conditions. 

The congested London and South-east 
region has also received an_ increasing 
amount of industrial development in recent 
years. In 1945-47 it received less than 5 per 
cent of industrial space approved through- 
out the country, in 1948 12 per cent and in 
1949-51 almost 18 per cent. In the first six 
months of 1958 it received over 20 per cent, 
while the Midland and ‘North Midland 
regions between them have also received over 
20 per cent of the national total in the same 
period. 

Of course, we do not know how much 
industry was refused in these regions or how 
much was approved on overwhelming 
grounds of efficiency or because it was 
inseparably associated with those locations, 
but there is no doubt that the volume 
received, both relatively and in the aggre- 
gate, is considerable. 


Industrial Building 


The rate of industrial building in recent 
months has shown a decline, which I believe 
is only temporary. A large part of our 
existing stock of factory buildings is in need 
of replacement; a report on _ industrial 
buildings in Halifax shows that a quarter 
of its factory space is unsatisfactory and 
incapable of adaptation. This must be true 
of many of the older industrial towns. 

Until recently movement from congested 
areas has been considered in terms of people 
and industry—office dispersal has been 
largely overlooked. Recently, however, the 
new Act has embodied the Government's 
recognition that offices and commercial con- 
cerns may be major employers. 

The problem of office dispersal is most 
acute in the London area although it is not 
improbable that similar difficulties will have 
to be faced in centres such as Birmingham 
and Manchester. In London only 10 per cent 
of work is in manufacturing industry and a 
large part of the remainder is in offices and 
similar establishments where the density of 
workers may be as great as 1,200 per acre. 
In March 1956 the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government expressed concern that 
in the City of London 6 million sq. ft. of 
office space was under construction and plan- 
ning consents had been given for a further 
four million sq. ft. These projects were ex- 
pected to employ 70,000 office workers. In 
the autumn of 1956 it was found in the 
London County Council area that 174} mil- 
lion sq. ft. of office space granted planning 
permission was still fo be constructed, and 
it was estimated that if all the projects were 
to go ahead additional work might be found 
for about 100,000 office employees. 

For their part the Government have 
realised that some dispersal of office workers 
must take place and are encouraging the dis- 
persal of Government Departments. 

At Gatwick, the second airport for Lon- 
don, there is being developed for the first 
time in this country a combined road, rail 
and air communication centre. Inevitably, 
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there is some disruption of existing land 
routes and associated development, but this 
kind of centre may well be the model for 
future similar developments. Difficult also 
are the land use problems associated with 
the development of a new major port at 
Milford Haven. 

Canal and railway transport are unlikely 
to be frequent competitors for land in the 
future. Despite the prospect of the reorgani- 
sation of waterways and the modernisation 
of the railways, their effect on industrial loca- 
tion and town development is already re 
corded in our landscape, and their future 
may lie in improved efficiency of their ser- 
vices. Internal air services may have only 
a minor role and it is uncertain whether heli- 
copters will ever be sufficiently developed 
to affect the general pattern of land trans- 
port, and their land demand may be limited 
to the establishment of heliports. 

There remains road transport: ubiquitous, 
inter-related with land use—and indeed its 
framework— its traffic and routes continuing 
to expand. 

In attempting to put the importance of 
town planning in its proper context we must 
have a clear understanding of the part the 
land use planner should play. His func- 
tion is.the collation of analysis of informa- 
tion—social, economic, technical, and aes- 
thetic—which enables him first to deter- 
mine problems and subsequently to formu- 
late solutions. In this process he co-ordinates 
diverse skills unlike in nature and quality. 
But there is a stage between Analysis and 
Plan. The plan is more than an admini- 
strative contrivance projected by the survey 
—it must also be a programme and a pre- 
liminary to action and it calls for imagina- 
tion and creative capacity in the widest 
sense. 

Some of the planner’s aptitudes may be 
recognised by formal qualifications. For 
example, technica] skill can to some extent 
be measured by qualifications but organi- 
sational, supervisory and executive ability 
stem fundamentally from inborn qualities 
tempered and developed in the hard school 
of experience, And the creative process 
is a response to the stimulus of the social, 
economic and technological landscape in 
which we live. 


DISCUSSION 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Coates was pro- 
posed by Proressor J. S. ALLEN, BArch, 
FRIBA, Senior Vice-president, and Profes- 
sor ef Town and Country Planning, Durham 
University. After offering congratulations to 
Mr. Coates on assuming the Institute's 
highest office, Professor Allen said the 
address had covered the whole field of plan- 
ning, a fact which was not surprising when 
one knew that Mr. Coates was Chief Plan- 
ning Officer in a county which had every 
problem and opportunity in planning, a 
county enjoying a very wide range of 
industry and a fair share of the National 
Parks, but so far, no atomic power station. 
It had problems of moving population, the 
rise and decline of areas, conurbations and 
small towns and villages. And in a brief 
hour Mr. Coates had summed up problems 
which not only existed in Lancashire, but 
indeed, throughout the whole country. 

In fact, he thought, every heading under 
which he had spoken could be expanded into 
a book, such as employment, industrial loca- 
tion, problems of office accommodation, and 
transport. He, however, thought Mr. Coates

had put his finger on the heart of the matter 
when he referred to the problem of Lanca- 
shire being divided by a great trunk road. 

Professor Allen went on to say that what 
worried him most was the problem of the 
migration of industry. Were they only 
beginning to understand the significance of 
this development, which they had not fully 
appreciated? With the building up of the 
conurbations came advantages which could 
only be gained by the sacrifice of other 
privileges. He hoped they would be able 
to cope with all these problems. He 
wondered whether in the 21st century their 
successors would be looking back and saying 
we were 100 years too slow and that we only 
half appreciated the problems of the 20th 
century because we were so obsessed with 
the problems of an earlier time. Were we 
trying to think of 1930 and using 1930 
methods? Were we still thinking too much 
in terms of percentages? This kind of think- 
img was very dangerous because there were 
many factors which made for a successful 
community. 

Mr. R, Nicuoras, CBE, BSc, MICE, Vice- 
president, City Surveyor of Manchester, 
seconding, recalled that that evening was a 
night of treason and plots, and what more 
appropriate, he asked, was there than their 
President's address? He had succeeded in 
blowing up the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government and the Ministry of 
Transport and Civil Aviation. Perhaps it 
had not been a very ambitious programme, 
but better than Guy Fawkes, because he (Mr. 
Coates) had the sense not to blow up the 
Houses of Parliament, which were needed to 
implement the points in his paper. 

Without appearing to be facetious, he 
thought that in the firework display their 
President had given them, they found 
Professor Allen going round with an oil‘can 
and torch, lighting ‘ Merseyside and Clyde- 
side jumpers’ provided by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government and the 
Board of Trade. Then they had the ‘ London 
industrial golden shower, office rockets and 
the new motorway cannonades.’ Finally, 
they had the Local Government tableau.

FUTURE OF THE RSA 


Sir Alfred Bossom’s Suggestions 


GIVING the inaugural address of the 
205th session of the Royal Society of 
Arts, in London, on November 5, the 
chairman of Council, Sir ALFRED 
Bossom, MP, FRIBA, in a paper on ‘ The 
Challenge of the Future,’ made some sug- 
gestions as to how the Society might 
shape its course ‘to be able to give to 
all those interested the fullest review of 
facts about the many scientific and other 
advances to come, as it has so consis- 
tently done over the last two centuries.’ 
He continued: 

First, it does seem desirable that the 
Society should extend and increase its mem- 
bership not only in Great Britain but also 
throughout the Commonwealth, the United 
States and Europe. To encourage such an 
increase in membership, papers and discus- 
sions would certainly have to meet not only 
British requirements and interests, but 
equally those of many other countries. 

To ensure as wide a distribution as pos- 
sible of such material, we should take advan- 
tage of the latest modes of presentation and 
visual aids to enhance the interest and appeal 
of the usual verbal delivery. In addition to 
having the papers printed in the RSA 
Journal, tape-recordings of all or part of 
some of them should be made, and film- 
strips prepared when appropriate. 

In the case of special papers or tape- 
recordings, etc., when given in the United 
States of America for educational bodies or 
groups, an American expert could start the 
discussion, and this should be published in 
the Journal at the same time as the British 
discussion. 

Great efforts should be made to increase 
the scope of the Industrial Art Bursaries 
Competitions, and more comprehensive, con- 
structive and detailed reports about them 
should appear in the Journal. Similar com- 
petitions, too, might well be encouraged over- 
seas. 

Where considerable advances are taking 
place in the fields of the arts, manufactures 
and commerce, careful thought should be 
given to a planned series of papers covering 
the subjects, and these, of course, should be 
delivered by the leading national authorities; 
should lack of time prevent the delivery of 
these lectures by the actual writers, the texts 
could still be included in the Journal. 

Not only should the full script of lectures 
be given to the technical Press, but a précis 
on matters of public interest should be sent 
more widely to the national Press. 

A further change might well be con- 
sidered to cover the field of technical inno- 
vation and progress more completely; for 
instance, co-operation with a limited number 
of other learned societies might help to 
avoid the duplication of subjects, and an 
exchange of papers between such bodies and 
the Royal Society of Arts might promote 
more nation-wide education on important 
matters. 

‘It does seem that attempts to meet the 
Challenge of the Future should be of a 
gradual nature. Breaking with two hundred 
years of tradition is not something to be 
undertaken lightly, and any action taken 
must be rhythmic and in harmony with the 
intention of our founders and the terms of 
our charter,’ concluded the speaker. 
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Mr. T. V. Prosser, of Liverpool, who has been 
nominated as National president for 1959. 


‘NATIONAL FEDERATION 


Government Decisions Welcomed 

M®* C. P. HOWELLS, National presi- 

dent, speaking at the annual dinner of 
the Northern Counties Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, at Sunderland, on 
November 20, said: ‘ Thanks to the Govern- 
ment’s decisions in recent weeks much of the 
anxiety felt by the building industry about 
employment prospects during the coming 
winter has been eased. 

‘Loans for development in areas of high 
and persistent unemployment, the successive 
reductions in Bank rate, the lifting of restric- 
tions on public investment, the general easing 
of credit facilities, particularly advances for 
house maintenance and repair work, the 
scheme to finance house purchase through 
building societies and the decision to pay 
fair compensation for land compulsorily 
acquired—all these moves should result in 
more building work coming forward at a 
time when, in any case, there is a seasonal 
rise in unemployment in our industry. 

‘The Government have done a good job.’ 
Mr. Prosser added: ‘ We now want the work 
to come forward quickly.’

REDUCING FACTORY FIRE 


HAZARDS 


HAT he described as a ‘significant 
omission’ from the Factories Bill was 
severely criticised by Mr. GERALD NABARRO 
in the Commons on November 17, when 


the Bill was read a second time, This omis- : 


sion was ‘that an effort is not being made 
to restrict the use of certain materials in 
new factory building which might themselves 
enhance the risk of the spread of flames.’ 
That he contended was fundamentally the 
cause of the Jaguar factory fire. 

Mr. IAIN MACLEOD, the Minister of Labour, 
who introduced the Bill, which will make 
further provision for the health, safety and 
welfare of those employed in factories, 
commented that if that was an omission 
which could reasonably be put right he hoped 
Mr. Nabarro would try to raise it in com- 
mittee. Mr. Macleod had been discussing 
the way in which the Bill dealt with the pre- 
vention of fire in factories, and remarked 
that it was odd that this particular aspect 
had never been dealt with in factory legis- 
lation before. He recalled the disastrous fire 
at Keighley in 1956 and that at the Jaguar 
works at Coventry, in which, although there 
were no casualties, immense damage was 
done. d 

He was greatly concerned to do all that 
could be done to see whether the risk of fire 
could be reduced, and that without putting 
impossible burdens on industry and the 
factory inspectorate, The total financial 
losses through fire exceeded £27m. in 1955, 
and the figures for 1956 and 1957 were 
similar. 

The Bill improved the existing law, and 
the arrangements for enforcing it, on means 
of escape and fire alarms. It also dealt with 
fire fighting and prevention. Eight clauses 
in all were related to this topic. One pro- 
vision would enable district councils, if they 
wished, to get help from ‘ire authorities in 
carrying out their responsibilities for exam- 
ining means of escape. 

He had no doubt that the extegsion of the 
law in dealing with fire would raise some 
difficulties of administration for the factory 
inspectorate, There were proposals in the 
Bill to encourage further the co-operation 
between the inspectors and the fire preven- 
tion officers in dealing with this question. 

Mr. NaBarro, referring to the Jaguar fire, 
said that the principal cause of the calamity 
was the employment of inflammable material 
as a roof lining. 

He had been brought closely in contact 
with this problem when he introduced what 
is now the Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act. When it was first printed it 
made no reference to fire, but he was quickly 
brought into touch with this by expert fire 
officers, who sent him detailed reports on 
the Jaguar fire. 

That had prompted him to inquire what 
were the causes of the rapid spread of flame, 
and the Home Secretary confirmed that it 
was due to the use of bitumenised roof lin- 
ing. In consequence he had amended the 
Bill to include what became Section 3 of 
the Act, under which regulations had been 
made. 


The schedule to those regulations con- 
tained a long list of materials which were 


_ proscribed, not prescribed, for insulating a 


building. By the Bill, the Minister of Labour 
was proposing regulations proscribing the 
use of certain building material in any 
factory in Britain to prevent the risk of the 
spread of fire. 

There were hundreds of millions of square 
feet of factory space in use. Did the Mini- 
ster really mean to suggest that under the 
regulations he would, for example, say that 
a wood roof erected in 1925 with glass roof 
lights in it should not continue in use 
because it enhanced the risk of the spread 
of flame? Did he seek, by this provision, 
to control the structure and the specification 
of construction of all factories in this 
country? 

If he did, he would be running into serious 
trouble, He might seek to control the nature 
of the structure, and the inflammability or 
otherwise of the materials in new factories, 
but the wording of Clause 7 inferred that 
he proposed to take powers to control the 
specification for the prevention of fire in all 
existing factories. That would be utterly 
impracticable. 

He was highly suspicious of the inclusion 
of the word ‘ internal’ before ‘ construction.’ 
Why, he asked, for the purposes of fire 
prevention did the Minister seek to prescribe 
requirements only for the internal construc- 
tion of a factory building? Surely the spread 
of flame might be enhanced by the external 
construction. For example, was not the use 
of wood shingle tiles on the outside of a 
roof an agent that would spread flame once 
it had caught alight inside or outside the 
building? 


‘A Blessing in Disguise’ 

Mr. ALFRED ROBENS, for the Opposition, 
said that it was a terrible thing to say that 
the Keighley fire had been a blessing in dis- 
guise, but he knew that remark would be 
taken in the best sense. There was a struc- 
tural responsibility on the local authority 
with which the Minister would not be con- 
cerned, although it might be that the factory 
inspectors would consult him about it. 

Anyone who had read the report of the 
Jaguar fire knew that it spread because of 
the use of certain material for the false ceil- 
ing in the factory. The fire reached the 
ceiling and travelled overhead much quicker 
than it travelled below. 

It was important therefore that a fabric 
used to insulate a factory should be treated 
with a recognised solution that prevented 
the spread of flames and permitted only 
smoulder, or the use of that fabric should 
not be permitted in places where people 
were likely to be burned to death because 
of the rapid spread of a fire. 

Mr, Haro_p Davies asked whether the 
provisions in the Bill would be applicable 
to factories owned by the Crown or the 
property of the Atomic Energy Authority. 

Mr. RicHaRD Woop, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Labour, replying to the 
debate said that the provision of Clause 7 
did apply to Crown property and the plant 
of the Atomic Energy Authority. The regu- 
lations about the use of materials were sub- 
ject to the procedure under the 1937 Act. 
The materials used in external construction 
were the responsibility of the local authori- 
ties and subject to by-laws made by them. 
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THE NEW TOWNS BILL 


NDER the terms of the New Towns 

Bill, which was presented to Parliament 
by Mr. HENRY Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, on November 18, 
and read a first time, procedure for the 
future ownership of the new towns’ assets 
when the development corporations in 
England and Wales have completed their 
task of development is laid down. 

The Bill provides for the setting up of 
a new body, to be entitled the Commission 
for the new towns, to which the assets and 
liabilities of the development corporations 
will be transferred at the appropriate time. 
It will then be the commission’s duty to 
maintain and enhance the value of the pro 
perties, subject always to consideration of 
the purposes for which the new towns were 
designated and the convenience and welfare 
of persons living, working or carrying on 
business there. 

The commission, which will consist of not 
more than 15 members, who will be paid, 
will be empowered to buy and develop land 
by agreement in the new town areas, to pro- 
mote the setting up and expansion of busi- 
nessés there, and to contribute towards the 
provision of amenities. They will have power 
to dispose of property, but not to grant a 
lease of more than 99 years nor to sell free- 
hold without the Minister’s consent. Any 
disposal must, like any other of their actions, 
be consistent with their general duties. They 
will have no powers of compulsory pur- 
chase nor be exempt from normal planning 
control. 

Local authorities in the new town areas 
will be responsible for all normal local 
authority functions—schools, roads, lighting, 
refuse disposal and so on; they may be 
assisted by the commission when providing 
amenities or in relation to water supplies 
and sewerage. It is intended that the com- 
mission shall set up local committees in the 
towns, consisting partly of persons who are 
not members of the commission, and shall 
delegate to these committees responsibility 
for conducting part of their business. They 
are in turn required to set up local com- 
mittees for the management of their rented 
houses. They must consult the District 
Council before making appointments to these 
committees. 

That part of the Bill which relates to 
Scotland raises from £300m. to £400m. 
the total amount authorised by Parliament 
to be advanced for new town purposes, and 
amends various existing enactments which 
apply to development corporations. 


THE BUILDING (SCOTLAND) 
BILL 


R. GERALD NABARRO, as the un- 

relenting thorn in the flesh of the 
Government, carried his campaign for 
thermal “insulation of dwellinghouses a 
stage further when the Building (Scotland) 
Bill came up for consideration in the 
Scottish Grand Committee on November 
20, 

Complimenting the Secretary of State for 
Scotland for carrying out the recommenda- 
tions of the Guest Committee to improve 
the standard of retained warmth in new 
dwellinghouses, he said that the measures 
taken to achieve this in England and Wales 
were entirely inadequate.

The Minister had said he did not believe 
that it was properly a subject for regulation 
by himself to prescribe those standards, yet 
the Secretary of State within a matter of 
months brought forward a Bill prescribing 
that in Scotland there should be precisely 
the arrangements which had been refused 
for England. Why did he consider that laws 
of this importance should be restricted in 
their application only to Scotland and not 
to England? Here was a fallacy, a serious 
lapse and omission by the Government. 

He urged the Secretary of State to suggest 
to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government that a committee, the equiva- 
lent of the Guest Committee, should be 
appointed to investigate building standards 
in England and Wales, with a view to 
scrapping optional model by-laws, many of 
them with too low a standard for securing 
the admirable progress manifest in the 
Scottish Bill. Such a move would be a pre- 
cursor to allowing England and Wales to 
raise the level of thermal insulation for all 
building. 

The Secretary of State was providing him 
with a sharp instrument to stick in the 
tender anatomy of the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government to stimulate greater 
perspicacity and initiative by him. 

Mr, THOMAS Fraser, for the Opposition, 
asked why the Secretary of State did not 
trust the local authorities and leave building 
control to them. He did not complain about 
the machinery. He pointed out that the 
Bill did not wholly follow the recommenda- 
tions of the Guest Committee, and asked 
why there was to be a difference of control 
between the burghs and the landward areas, 
or between burghs which had dean of guild 
courts and those which did not. 

Sir Davin RoBERSTON complained about 
the materials used in building to-day, ‘I 
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have seen the shoddiest material used in the 
building of homes in Scotland,’ he said. He 
was so heartily sick at looking at the dread- 
ful materials being used that he revived 
brick making at Brora at a cost of £100,000. 
The clay there made a brick which 
represented the highest building standard in 
common bricks in the world. Unfortunately, 
it had to close because of the credit squeeze, 
with one million bricks unsold. 

In 1955 he had seen the results of the 
policy of using all kinds of shoddy, cement 
bricks made with cement hauled from the 
Thames. A housing estate was built with 
concrete blocks, which were of a ghastly 
oblong section. One could almost see 
through the houses. Plasterwork had fallen 
between many of the bricks. The structure 
was covered by roughcast, and what a hider 
of shoddy work that was. It was slapped 
on. He had consulted members of the 
Architectural Association in London, who 
had told him they would not use concrete 
bricks and blocks in England because they 
were fundamentally wrong for use in the 
building of homes. 


SAFETY OF BUILDING WORKERS 


IR LESLIE PLUMMER asked the 

Minister of Labour what action he 
proposed to take to safeguard the lives of 
building workers, especially spidermen; and 
when he proposed to introduce legislation 
designed to ensure the safety of all building 
workers. 

Mr. RiIcHARD Woop, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Labour, stated in a 
written reply on November - 21:—The 
Factories Acts cover building operations and 
works of engineering construction as defined 
in Section 152 of the Act of 1937 to the 
extent indicated in Sections 107 and 108 of 
that Act. I am considering whether to make 
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regulations, under the powers given me by 
Section 152, to extend the definition of work 
of engineering construction in that Section 


‘to include more of the types of work on 


which spidermen are engaged. 

Regulations have been made under 
Section 60 of the Act of 1937 to safeguard 
workers engaged in building operations, 
namely, the Building (Safety, Health and 
Welfare) Regulations, 1948, and the amend- 
ing regulations of 1952 and 1958. I hope 
soon to make proposals for further regula- 
tions relating to diving operations carried 
out on work of engineering construction. 
The question of making regulations relating 
to other aspects of work of engineering con- 
struction is under active consideration. 

Following discussions at the Joint 
Advisory Committee on Safety and Health 
in the Building and Civil Engineering 
Industries, consideration is being given to 
the improvement of standards of safety in 
these industries through the work of safety 
officers and other persons with responsibili- 
ties under the Building Regulations, 

Also on the recommendation of the Joint 
Advisory Committee, close attention is being 
paid, in consultation with representatives of 
the industries and the Ministry of Education, 
to ways and means to improve safety train- 
ing in these industries. In particular my 
Department is co-operating with the London 
Building and Engineering Contractors 
Accident Prevention Group who dre arrang- 
ing a series of safety training courses for 
builders’ and contractors’ foremen at the 
Government Training Centre, Enfield, the 
first of which will start on December 8. 


STEEL STRIP MILLS FOR 
WALES AND SCOTLAND 


b ig major strip mill projects—one in 
Wales and the other in Scotland—have 
been approved by the Government as part 
of the steel industry's efforts to meet the 
demand for additional capacity for strip mill 
products to cope with future needs of the 
economy. 

The decision was announced by the Prime 
Minister in the Commons, and by Lord 
Mills, Minister of Power, in the Lords on 
November 18. 

MR. MAgMILLAN said that the Government 
had decided to issue an industrial develop- 
ment certificate for a project to be under- 
taken by Richard Thomas and Baldwins, 
Ltd., at Newport, Monmouthshire. This 
would represent the first stage of a major 
expansion of strip mill production in South 
Wales, The precise timing and financing 
were under discussion between the interested 
parties, including the company and the Iron 
and Steel Board, but it was envisaged that 
the initial production capacity will be about 
500,000 tons for sheet and tinplate. It was 
not yet possible to give an estimate of the 
cost. 

The Board of Colvilles, Ltd., had agreed 
in principle to undertake the other project 
in association with their new Ravenscraig 
works at Motherwell, and their ‘existing 
works at Gartcosh, both in Lanarkshire. The 
Government were prepared to grant an in- 
dustrial development certificate for this 
purpose. 

It was intended that this project, which 
included modernisation of existing plant, 
should have an initial productive capacity 
of approximately 500,000 tons for sheet and

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ght plate. It would make use of facilities 
ready being provided by the Company, and 
he additional cost was estimated at about 
‘50m. The initial capacity for sheet would 
epresent a surplus above present Scottish 
consumption and would attract to Scotland 
new industries using sheet. 

Both projects would be capable of sub- 
stantial extensions, particularly that in 
South Wales. 

To the extent that their construction would 
require funds additional to the resources of 
the two companies the necessary amounts 
would be advanced to them by the Govern- 
ment. 

Details of the final arrangements would be 
made available soon. 

The Prime Minister pointed out that this 
was a steel mill for a particular type of steel, 
of which the capacity of existing plants and 
the extensions already planned was about 
4,500,000 tons. The proposal was to set 
up instead of one gigantic plant for fully 
continuous production, two plants for what 
was called semi-continuous production, both 
of which would be capable of being turned 
into the fully continuous process. The one 
in South Wales could be expanded to at 
least 3m. ingot/tons, and that in Scotland 
to about Im, tons. 

He did not know whether there was a 
difference of opinion between the Steel Board 
and the Federation, but he would inquire 
into the point. From his point of view the 
chief problem which had to be discussed and 
solved was location rather than size. The 
decision, and the acceptance by the com- 
panies, one of which was nationalised and 
one of which was not, was that it would be 
a good plan to have these two installations. 
That had made it possible to make a solu- 
tion which, while no doubt not acceptable 
to everyone, seemed a fair and reasonable 
solution of the rather difficult location 
problem. 

The terms on which money was being 
provided for Messrs. Colvilles, the de- 
nationalised or non-nationalised company, 
had been agreed in principle. They would 
fully safeguard the interests of the taxpayer, 
but the Opposition would realise that so 
long as the threat, however distant, of 
nationalisation hung over it, the industry was 
precluded from obtaining money in the 
ordinary market and in the ordinary way. 

He was informed it should be possible to 
start site clearance in the latter half of 
next year. The construction period would 
be something like four or five years. In the 
Scottish scheme, as it was being built around 
an existing plant, or near to it, much work 
would already have been done, and many 
services would already be available. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Prestwick Airport 


THE GOVERNMENT expect that construc- 
tion work on the recently announced 
development programme at Prestwick air- 
port [The Builder, November 21] will begin 
next spring, and that the runway will be 
ready for the big jet aircraft by 1960. The 
total cost would be more than £2m. and 
nearer £3m. This was stated by Mr. AIREY 
NEAVE, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Transport and Civil Aviation, in the 
Commons on November 20. 


Reducing Atmospheric Pollution 

Mr. SWINGLER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on Novem- 
ber 18, what progress was being made in 
reducing the causes of atmospheric pollu- 
tion; and what expert assistance his depart: 
ment was giving to the directors of industry, 
local authorities and householders in the 
matter. 

Mr. BEVINS, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
who replied, said: Dark smoke from 
chimneys is, with certain exceptions, now 
prohibited; there is a statutory obligation in 
force to take all practicable means to mini- 
mise grit and dust from industrial furnaces; 
the number of smoke control areas in opera- 
tion or preparation is growing at a steady 
rate; and pollution by noxious or offensive 
gases which is controlled under the Alkali 
Act is showing a significant fall. The depart- 
ment is directly responsible for giving tech- 
nical advice only where the process is sub- 
ject to control under the Alkali Act. Infor- 
mation indicating where local authorities, 
industry and householders can obtain tech- 
nical advice is given in the three memoranda 
on the Clean Air Act published by the 
department. 

Mr. WILLEY asked the Minister what pro- 
gress had been made in the extension of 
smokeless zones, in view of the ample pro- 
duction of authorised fuel within the mean- 
ing of the Clean Air Act, 1956. 

Mr. Bevins: At the end of last week the 
Minister had confirmed 52 smoke control 
orders in England and Wales. Thirty-three 
of them will be in operation by the begin- 
ning of 1959 and the remainder during that 
year. A further 35 orders have been sub- 
mitted to him for confirmation and at least 
another 115 are in preparation. 


Insulation of Buildings 

Mr. NaABARRO asked the Paymaster- 
General what action had been taken to 
encourage thermal insulation of existing 
industrial, domestic and commercial build- 
ings; and what further action was contem- 
plated, 

Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, stated in a written reply 
on November 18: It is recognised that for 
existing buildings compulsory standards are 
inapplicable, but the Government have given 
active encouragement to their insulation by 
publicity and the promotion of research. 
The incentive to reduce fuel costs ‘where 
possible is so strong that the Minister does 
not contemplate any additional measures. 

Mr. Nasarro asked the Minister of 
Works, how much fuel expressed in tons of 
coal equivalent a year, had been saved by 
fuel efficiency measures, including thermal 
insulation, in all Government buildings 
administered by his department. 

Mr. HaRMAR NICHOLLS, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Works, replying on 
November 18 said: It is very approximately 
estimated that about 16,000 tons of fuel a 
year in coal equivalent are being saved com- 
pared with 1950-51 by fuel efficiency 
measures in Government buildings in which 
the heating installations are stoked or main- 
tained by the department. The Minister 
has issued instructions that all houses built 
by the department should have suitable 
thermal insulation in the roof, but he can- 
not estimate the amount of fuel that this will 
save.

LVI.—Site Meetings 


AS new words are coined and new phrases 

made, so new methods of organisation 
have come to life in the building trade, and 
site meetings are one of them. I have tried 
to avoid too many of these meetings as often 
I find them time wasters, and so they will 
be unless properly handled. The first essen- 
tial ig a proper room in which to hold them. 
Standing round the clerk of works’ board 
or in the foreman’s office is not good enough. 
There must be a common room, and in 
my case this is the architect's site office. 

In my opinion there are three types of 
site meetings, one held by the clerk of works, 
one by the foreman and one by the archi- 
tect, and they all have their separate func- 
tions and are all useful, provided, as I say, 
they don’t waste time through not being 
properly organised. 

The necessity for site meetings varies with 
the type of job and type of foreman. I have 
just finished a fair-sized job on which I have 
had excellent organisation from the builders, 
and as a result I have only had one site 
meeting, and that was rather in the nature 
of a friendly gathering. Unfortunately, this 
is not always one’s experience and I there- 
fore think site meetings have come to stay. 

The agent on the job—the elevated title 
now given to the man in charge—should 
be capable of holding site meetings to co- 
ordinate times for the delivery of materials, 
dates for the commencement and comple- 
tion of the various swb-trades and to discuss 
any assistance which is required. The clerk _ 
of works should be capabi: of having site

meetings with the various sub-contractors 
to agree upon the best method of using their 
products and the standard of finish expected 
of them, as well as the co-operation which 
one can give to the other. 

If these meetings are properly dealt with, 
the architect’s site meetings need not be 
frequent, but with everybody present he 
should aim at reviewing the situation from 
time to time, not just on progress, but on 
standards of work, which is far more im- 
portant, It is very seldom that standards 
of work are mentioned: it is usually speed, 
speed, speed which is sought, and lack of 
speed is usually due to lack of organisation. 

Perhaps with all the ‘streamlining’ of the 
building profession which is being advocated, 
site meetings will disappear because there 
will be nothing to meet about. Everything 
will be directed from above at high level. 
How I look forward to this paradise! 
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GRANTS FOR HISTORIC 
BUILDINGS 
Wide Range of Assistance 
HE Minister of Works has announced 
another 34 grants towards the preserva- 
tion of historic buildings in England, Scot- 
land and Wales. The grants are authorized 
under an Act of Parliament of 1953, which 
set up Historic Buildings Councils to make 
recommendations to the Minister. Since 
their formation these Councils have con- 
sidered 2,582 applications for aid. The 
number of buildings for which owners have 
accepted assistance totals 571, and the 
aggregate value of grants made is now in the 
region of £2m. 

Once again the list covers a wide range 
of valuable and important examples of 
British architecture from the medieval to the 
Georgian. Well-known family seats like 
Beningbrough, Charlecote, Cotehele, Hough- 
ton, Goodwood, Lacock Abbey and Ripley 
Castle appear in distinct contrast to homely 
and picturesque almshouses in London, 
Gloucestershire and Somerset, and tithe 
barns in Kent. Assistance is given to the 
famous Crown and Treaty House at Ux- 
bridge, to which the original panelling has 
been returned on permanent loan by HM 
the Queen. A grant is also being made for 
the restoration of 17th century wall paintings 
in Suffolk. 

Three National Trust properties are in the 
list, two of them having.:been formerly 
accepted by the Treasury in settlement of 
death duties. Also included are interesting 
examples of aid for urban preservation in 
Worthing, Plymouth and Bristol. Two 
buildings with religious connexions, though 
of very different persuasions, also receive 
assistance—the Moravian Settlement at 
Droylsden, Lancs, one of only two surviving 
in this country; and the ancient Council 
House at Shrewsbury, now Roman Catholic 
diocesan headquarters. Educational insti- 
tutions are represented by a grant to 
Cheltenham College. 

Three Welsh buildings receive grants. 
One is the famous mansion of Nanteos, 
where local legend locates the Holy Grail; 
another, the Jacobean house of Plas Teg in 
Flintshire. 

Among the four Scottish buildings to 
receive grants are David Livingstone’s birth- 
place at Blantyre, and the imposing Kinross 
Castle, designed by Sir William Bruce, 
architect of Holyrood House.

LAW REPORT 


WAGE RATES AND HOLIDAYS 
CONTRIBUTIONS: LCC TO APPEAL 
TO HOUSE OF LORDS 


Court of Appeal, Before Lord Somervell and 
Lords Justices Morris and Pearce 
Henry Boot & Sons, Ltd., v. London County 
Council 
i ig the Court of Appeal on November 18 

Henry Boot & Sons, Ltd., building con- 
tractors, of Banner Cross Hall, Eccleswall- 
road, South Sheffield, Yorkshire, successfully 
appealed from a judgment of Mr. Justice 
Pilcher in December, 1957, concerning the 
construction of a rise and fall clause relating 
to rates of wages in a building contract 
between them and the London County Coun- 
cil. 

Giving judgment, Lorp SOMERVELL Said 
there was a holiday scheme whereby a cer- 
tain sum was put aside weekly for each 
employee, who could draw out the amount 
standing to his credit when taking his holi- 
days. 

The question was whether these sums were 
within the meaning of a clause in the con- 
tract which provided that increases or 
decreases in ‘rates of wages’ during the 
course of the contract resulting from agree- 
ments between the employers’ association 
and the trade union should be paid to or 
deducted from the contractor by the London 
County Council. 

Holding that these payments were within 
the meaning of the clause, Lord Somervell] 
said the trial judge in coming to the oppo- 
site view had relied upon another clause 
which expressly excluded holiday payments 
from the term ‘rates of wages.’ 

But as the first clause did not expressly 
excludé holiday payments, the second clause, 
in his lordship’s view, did not bear the weight 
placed upon it by the trial judge. 

*I think the LCC could have altered the 
contract by putting in express words exclud- 
ing the holiday payments from the clause 
but they did not, and therefore I think this 
court should apply its ordinary meaning and 
allow the appeal,’ added Lord Somervell. 

Lorp Justice Morris and Lorp Justice 
PEARCE agreed. 

Applying for leave to appeal to the House 
of Lords, Mr. MicHAEL Hoare, for London 
County Council, said it was in the nature of 
a test case as the decision affected a great 
many contracts involving sums approaching 
£100,000 and was a matter of considerable 
moment to London ratepayers. 

Leave to appeal to the House of Lords 
was accordingly granted. 

The LCC were ordered to pay the costs 
of the appeal and the costs of the hearing 
before Mr. Justice Pilcher.

He appealed to present mem- 
bers to use their best efforts to increase the 
roll of members to 500 during the coming 
twelve months. 

The accounts, which showed a balance in 
hand of £58 on a total income of £984, were 
duly passed.

Loring Rees (Midland) and Mr. W. F. 
Sturgess (Southern) were re-elected to 
Council, with the addition of Mr. M. P.

Planning Applications Outstanding 


At the meeting of London County Coun- 
cil on November 18, LorD FARINGDON 
asked the chairman of the Town Planning 
Committee what was the number of town 
planning applications awaiting decision on 
July 5, 1956, and the comparable figure for 
October 24, 1958—also would he comment 
on the position revealed by these figures. 


In reply Mr. RICHARD EDMONDs gave the 
figures as 2,082 for July 5 and 1,162 for 
October 24. In answering the third question 
he stated that the greatly improved situation 
shown must clearly cause satisfaction to all 
concerned with development in London. ‘I 
feel moreover,’ he went on, ‘that this very 
substantial reduction—accomplished in spite 
of an increase in the total number of appli- 
cations dealt with and in their general com- 
plexity—is an achievement which reflects 
credit on all departments concerned. The 
Town Planning Committee at their last meet- 
ing asked that their appreciation should be 
conveyed to the departments and especially 
to those officers in the Architect’s Depart- 
ment concerned with applications.’

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BUILDING IN THE CITY 


Land Adjoining London Wall 
Appropriated by Corporation 


Ts Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee reported at the meeting of 
the Court of Common Council, in Guildhall, 
on November 20, that part of the church- 
yard of the Parish of St. Giles Without 
Cripplegate, including a small triangular 
piece of land adjoining London Wall and 
the bastion, all of which formed part of the 
City’s Estate, was situated in Redevelopment 
Unit No. 4. 

It therefore recommended, with the agree- 
ment of the City Lands Committee, that the 
land be appropriated for Town and Country 
Planning Purposes. 

The recommendation was accepted by the 
Court after the City Engineer, Mr. F. J. 
Forty, had assured members, ‘ There is no 
intention to interfere in any way whatsoever 
with the bastion or the wall itself.’ 


Two Development Schemes 


Conditional permission was granted for 
two development schemes. The first applica- 
tion was for the erection of a block of offices 
at Temple House (architects, Campbell 
Jones and Sons, 9 Dowgate-hill, EC). 

This will be on a site bounded by Cannon- 
street, Tower Royal, the northern boundary 
of the London Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing, Queen-street, Queen Victoria-street, Sise- 
lane, the northern boundary of 5 Budge- 
row and 71 Queen-street and incorporating 
the site of Budge-row (part), Watling-street, 
Sise-lane and Tower Royal (part). 

The second application related to the erec- 
tion of an office building on a site bounded 
by Route 11, Coleman-street, Basinghall- 
avenue, and the proposed Girdlers’ Hall 
(Gunton and Gunton, Empire House, St. 
Martins-le-Grand, EC), 

The use of 10 Snow-hill, approved for 
commerce user (showrooms, stores, and 
ancillary offices), as offices only, was refused. 
The applicant was the City Surveyor, Guild- 
hall. 

The Committee, in refusing the applica- 
tion, state that the use as offices of the new 
building, which was designed and approved 
as a commerce building, and which does not 
comply with planning standards required for 
an office building, would be contrary to the 
zoning of the area for commerce purposes, 
and contrary to the policy of restricting 
Office development in central areas. 


CAPITAL INVESTMENT 
FCEC Chairman’s Views 


US tyrchae 104% to Circular Letter No. 6/58 
about the increase in the level of public 
sector investment in the local authority field 
issued by the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government to local authorities on Novem- 
ber 17, (see The Builder of last week, p. 869), 
Mr. E. C. Beck, chairman of the Federation 
of Civil Engineering Contractors, states: 

‘ The specific reference to increased expen- 
diture on water supply and sewerage schemes 
is most welcome because this should provide 
additional work for the smal] and medium 
sized civil engineering contractors who have 
been particularly hit by the investment 
restriction and need further work of this 
type to keep their own organisations at work 
and to absorb local unemployment. Indeed, 


the level of unemployment in certain dis- 
tricts has been giving rise to some concern. 
A further reduction in interest rates for local 
authority borrowing would give added 
impetus to these measures.’ 


COUNCIL HOUSE BUILDING 
POLICY 


Birmingham to Take Advantage 
of Lifting of Restrictions 
BRMNGHAM is to press for Ministry 

sanction of contracts to build more 
council houses. The House Building Com- 
mittee has given instructions for as many 
tenders as possible to be submitted for 
approval to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government before the end of the 
year. 

“We shall make every effort to take the 
fullest advantage of the lifting of restrictions 
on housing,’ said the committee chairman, 
ALD. W. H. MILNER. 

Birmingham hopes to reach its target of 
2,407 dwellings completed this year. The 
Minister has sanctioned the letting of con- 
tracts for 2,700 which will probably be 
started next year. He restored a cut of 500 
dwellings made earlier this year after repre- 
sentations by the committee. 


Coventry Recommended to Reduce 
Programme 


CHAIRMAN of Coventry Housing Com- 
mittee, CLLR. Harry STANLEY, said at a 
Press conference on November 19 that his 
committee had decided to recommend to the 
city council that they should ‘clamp right 
down’ on the building of council houses. 

Cllr. Stanley said that his committee felt 
the time had now come when they should 
steady up and begin to take a more realistic 
view of the position. A start had been 
planned during the coming year on 418 
houses. This would be cut to 216, The 
total demand for council houses since 
October 31 was 5,366. The gross overall 
reduction in the past twelve months was 920, 
In comparison the waiting list in 1947 stood 
at 13,300. 


PREVENTION OF FIRE 


Co-operation of Architects Praised 


CO-OPERATION by architects in the matter 
of fire-prevention plans is praised by the 
Chief Fire Officer of Derbyshire, Mr. H. J. 
TerrY, in his annual report just issued. 

He says: ‘ It is pleasing to note that an in- 


creasing number of plans have been 
forwarded to us by private architects in 
respect of premises which they have been 
commissioned to design, so that when com- 
pleted, the building will not require any 
alterations from a fire prevention point of 
view.’ 

Mr. Terry also says that the staff of the 
county planning department are * most help- 
ful in furnishing plans of new premises. In 
a number of instances it has been possible 
to contact the architects in the planning 
stage and thereby avoid alterations which 
would have been costly at a later period.’ 

In the case of new schools, very close 
liaison has been maintained with the new 
schools section of the county architect’s 
department. Advice is given at planning 
stage and close contact maintained until the 
completion of the buildings. 
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ROOFING CONTRACTORS 
Annual Banquet 


J by Annual Banquet of the National 
Federation of Roofing Contractors was 
held at Grosvenor House, Park-lane, W1, on 
Wednesday, November 19. The Chairman of 
the Federation, Mr. C. G. Stirk, MA, was in 
the chair. 

The toast of ‘The Federation’ was pro- 
posed by Mr. A. G. P. LINCOLN, President, 
Building Industry Distributors, who spoke of 
the out-of-date attitude that prevented some 
firms from joining trade associations. Mr. 
Lincoln said that these associations were no 
longer highly restrictive, price-fixing organi- 
sations and as an example of the work done 
by the Roofing Contractors Federation, he 
cited their excellent safety cartoons and 
expanding educational programme. 

In reply, Mr. StiRK echoed the previous 
speaker’s remarks about education in the 
building industry. He also suggested that 
even greater co-operation between the asso- 
ciations and the RIBA would be to the bene- 
fit of both sides. 

The toast of ‘The Ladies and Guests’ 
was proposed by Mr. A. J. Buruine, JP, 
Vice-President of the Federation, and replied 
to by Mr. A. G. SHEPPARD Fip.er, MA, 
BArch, DipCD, AMTPI, Vice President of 
the RIBA, who is the Birmingham City 
Architect. During his reply, Mr. Sheppard 
Fidler made a plea for less haste during the 
planning stage of contracts. Careful planning 
was vital for speedy building.

, no managers in local govern- 
ment tend to be on the defensive. It 
is about time we entered into competition 
with firms outside; we are capable of doing 
it and it should be done,’ said Mr. A, E. 
ULLMER, MIMunBM, at the annual dinner 
of the Institute of Municipal Building 
Management held on November 21 at the 
Cumberland Hotel, Marble Arch, 

Mr. Ullmer, chairman of the Institute, 
was responding to the toast to the Institute 
proposed by Mr. N. Bingham, senior vice- . 
president of National and Local Government 
Officers. The one thing that managers in 
the industry must not do, he went on, was 
rest on their laurels, 

In his address Mr. BINGHAM said that 
although the Institute had only grown up 
during the past five years and had a member- 
ship of 200, where as NALGO had 250,000 
members and had been established for a 
much longer period, nevertheless their objec- 
tives were primarily the same.

New Safety Training Centre 


A new Safety Training Centre for fore- 
men and others in the Building and Civil 
Engineering Industry was opened on 
November 19 at the Government Training 
Centre, Enfield. The opening ceremony was 
performed by The Hon. Richard Wood, MP, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service. The estab- 
lishment of this Centre marks a further 
development in the co-operation between the 
Government and industry in a drive to cut 
down the number of accidents on building 
and civil engineering sites. The London 
Building and Engineering Contractors Acci- 
dent Prevention Group have been given the 
use of land and buildings at the Centre, and 
member firms of the Group have contributed 
money, materials and equipment to erect 
the shell of a two-storey building to be used 
in demonstrations, It is expected that there 
will be about six courses a year, each accom- 
modating 30 students who will be building 
foremen or others. whose everyday duties 
involve the maintenance of safety standards 
during building operafions, Each course 
will last two days. Lecturers will be drawn 
from safety experts in the industry itself 
and from members of HM Factory Inspec- 
torate, 


AUBTW EXPEL TWO MEN 


Sequel to Shell Site Strike 


Two men involved in the unofficial strike 
at the site of the new Shell building at 
South Bank, London, were exvelled by the 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers on November 20. They are 
M. McGuire and D. Nolan. 

Two other members were given seven days 
to make clear their future activities in rela- 
tion to the Newsletter group or face a 12 
months’ ban from union office. 

The union’s South-East London District 
Committee, which had been suspended, will 
have the ban lifted from January 1, No 
action is to be taken against a number of 
members who have given assurances about 
their alleged association with unofficial 
groups or activities.

Protest Against Use of Prison 
Labour 


‘TRUSTY’ PRISONERS from Wakefield 
‘open prison’ who have been engaged on 
builders’ labourers’ jobs in the area are being 
withdrawn from the work following protests 
by the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union. 

About a dozen prisoners, nearing the end 
of their sentences, have been working on a 
housing project at Seacroft, Leeds, and an 
office block in Pary-row, Leeds. The union 
protested at this use of prison labour while 
there Were union men unemployed. Now 
the Governor of Wakefield Prison, Major 
G. B. Harvey, in a letter to Wakefield 
Employment Exchange, where the men are 
registered, and to Truscon Ltd., the con- 
tractors on both the projects, says, ‘ owing 
to trades union pressure from above’ he has 
been instructed to ask the Ministry to find 
other employment for the men. 

The Governor adds, ‘I feel I am com- 
mitting a most dishonourable breach of 
faith, both to the men concerned and to the 
employer, both of whom have to be sacri- 
ficed.’ 

Workers on the sites have had no quarrel 
with the prison labour, it is stated. The 
men have been paid union rates as labourers 
and had £2 a week deducted as ‘ board and 
lodging.” The union had demanded im- 
mediate withdrawal of the men and 
suggested they might be found work in the 
Sheffield district.

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EFFICIENT CUTTING OF JOINERY TIMBER 


Some Comments on a Scandinavian Tour 


A recent article by Mr. C. G. Stillman, FRIBA (The Builder of September 
19), has drawn the following comments from Mr. H. E. Smith, director of 
Kerridge (Cambridge) Ltd., who organised the trip to Sweden of members of 
the Joinery Managers’ Association, which Mr. Stillman described. Mr. Smith 


writes: 


IN SUPPORTING Mr. C. G. STILLMAN IN 
his article regarding the improvement of 
timber for joinery use, I would first like 
to record the fact that the article in The 
Builder mentioned that the party visiting 
Sweden was from our friends the English 
Joinery Manufacturers’ Association, 
whith has no connection at all with our 
own Association, although many mem- 
bers are no doubt connected with both 
Associations. 

In addition to the 12 members of the 
Association, we had the pleasure of the 
company of Mr. C. G. Stillman, archi- 
tect; Mr. B. J. Davies, timber importer; 
Mr. Walter Ross, of the British Colum- 
bia Lumber Manufacturers Association; 
and three friends very closely connected 
with the timber trade. The alteration in 
our original plans of limiting the party 
to members only, by the inclusion of 
these friends was, in my opinion, a great 
success. 

We were greatly helped by the repre- 
sentatives from the lumber world, par- 
ticularly by Mr. Davies, who had con- 
siderable knowledge of Sweden and had 
visited the Mills on many occasions, and 
was therefore able to point out to us 
items of particular interest which could 
well have been missed in his absence. His 
arrangements were excellent. 

Mr. Ross was invited to join us, as we 
realised that his vast knowledge of the 
much larger trees in his own country 
would be of great interest. Mr. Ross had 
very close associations with Mr. O. A. 
Lauritzen, who visited this country from 
Canada a year or two ago, and who, fol- 
lowing his visit, arranged for a shipment 
of edge grain B.C. Pine for the Joinery 
Managers as a sample cargo in 1957. It 
was very interesting to have the archi- 
tect, who specifies ‘No large knots, no 
wane, no sap,’ with the importer who sells 
no such timber, amongst the sawmills 
which do not produce such material! 








To pursue Mr. Stillman’s support to 
our aim to obtain better joinery timber, 
it is necessary to go back to the attempt 
to improve the bracking which has been 
going on for the last five years. Some 
slight improvement is noticed, but no per- 
manent improvement can be expected, 
taking into account the speed at. which 
it is sorted, the variable nature of trees 
generally, and the way the timber is cut. 
Far too much attention is paid to produc- 
ing clear and perfect side boards, which 
in joinery are usually securely fixed by 
nails and screws, whereas the material 
cut for door framing, i.e. 14 in. and 2 in. 
thickness, which has to remain true and 
straight, is cut from the centre of the log, 
which is inferior timber with many knots. 
(See sketch ‘ A.’) 


A Textbook Remedy 

Now if we refer to sketch ‘ B,’ it will 
be seen that much of this can be 
remedied, and side boards could still be 
obtained, for which there is a great 
demand on the Continent. Again refer- 
ring to sketch ‘ B,’ which produces 2 in. 
x 44 in. for framings, this timber is now 
worth more to the joiner than 2 in. x 9 in., 
so outmoding the custom where the width 
controls the price. The purchaser of 
joinery timber is always buying 2 in. x 
9 in. and 2 in. x 11 in. to obtain the 
smaller size free from centre, occasioning 
much waste and sorting, which is 
unnecessary. Therefore the purchaser 
of joinery timber could pay more for 
this satisfactory material. 

None of the foregoing is other than 
text book practice, but when first sug- 
gested to the Swedish exporters, they 
quickly pointed out that their balanced 
production was fully sold each year, so 
that no alteration could be made for so 
small a section of consumers as the best 
class joinery trade. Our architect quickly 
saw the advantages of our suggestion and, 








Two methods of cutting logs 
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to his credit, has refused to be put off by 
the fact that timber has been cut the 
same way for the last hundred years, that 
it can be sold easily as at present cut, or 
that all the Scandinavian countries 
employ the same method. 

The remedy is for one mill to put aside 
suitable logs, then make a run of cutting 
as sketch ‘ B.’ 


THE BUILDER AND THE 
COUNCILLOR 
By a Legal Correspondent 


(THE position of builders who are mem- 
bers of the local council when con- 
tracts are considered was recently 
examined in the case of Rands v. Oldroyd 
heard in the Divisional Court of the High 
Court. 

The plaintiff, the vicechairman of the 
Housing and Town Planning Committee 
of the Wisbech Borough Council, was 
managing director of a building firm, 
holding 200 of the 300 £1 ordinary shares 
in Henry Rands and Sons. In July, 19§7, 
a motion was proposed that the borough 
engineer ‘ shall submit a tender on behalf 
of his department for any contract that 
he feels may be within the scope of that 
department and where necessary the direct 
labour force be increased in order to 
implement this policy.’ 

The plaintiff was convicted of an 
offence under S.76 of the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1933, in connection with this 
motion. This section provides that, if a 
member of the local authority has a pecu- 
niary interest, direct or indirect, in any 
contract or proposed contract or other 
matter and is present at a meeting of the 
local authority at which this contract or 
other matter is under consideration, he 
shall as early as possible after the com- 
mencement of the meeting disclose this 
fact and shall not speak or vote. 

In this instance the magistrates found 
that the case was devoid of corruption 
because they granted an absolute dis- 
charge, but the member of the council 
appealed against the conviction. The 
company had not tendered for council 
contracts since 1954, and in 1956 had 
decided not to tender for future contracts 
as a principle in view of his position, but 
the court pointed out that the company 
could always change their mind. It was 
pointed out that the company were 
affected in a pecuniary way, as if the 
motion was carried, competition with the 
borough engineer might well preclude 
them if they tendered from ever getting 
the contract. 

It is clear from this decision that 
builders who are members of local 
authorities must be careful to avoid 
taking part in any way in local affairs 
where their own business interests are 
involved, even though the connection 
between the two is not too clear.

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SAFETY ON THE SITE 


London Accident Prevention 
Group’s Open Forum 


AN open forum on safety on the site 
was arranged by the London Build- 
ing and Engineering Contractors Acci- 
dent Prevention Group at the 57th genera! 
meeting held recently at the Safety Centre. 
97, Horseferry-road, SW1. 

The introductory speaker was Mr. J. 
BarTLett, of the AUBTW, who said he 
did not claim that the efforts for accident 
prevention in the industry were of no 
value, but we in the building industry did 
not go far enough. ‘It is futile to give 
the responsibility for safety to the general 
foreman who has too many other things 
on his mind. On the smaller contracts, 
one cannot have a full-time safety officer, 
but there is always someone to whom the 
responsibility can be delegated. Trades 
foremen, although sometimes themselves 
even impatient with safety measures, 
surely have the kind of knowledge and 
experience to make them ideal site safety 
officers,’ he said. 

* Safety officers,’ Mr. Bartlett continued, 
‘often have no real executive authority. 
The trades unions would like to see men 
dealt with severely who are endangering 
the lives of others, or who are foolhardy. 
The trades foreman and chargehand must 
accept some responsibility for safety, and 
also see that his men help. Sometimes 
pressure is put on men by firms to work 
in unsafe places; the trades unions will 
not tolerate this. 

* Divided responsibility among different 
contractors on a large site often leads to 
accidents. An independent fully executive 
safety officer should be appointed.’ 

Another member asked to what 
degree the Regulations cover the con- 
struction of exhibition stands. He also 
referred to Reg..7, which says that timber 
used for scaffolds must not be painted— 
what could be done to make this more 
widely known? Another point made was 
that the safety officer is always likely to 
be unpopular with both management and 
operatives because he retards production 
and bonus. 


Status of Safety Officers 


There was then some discussion on the 
status of the safety officer, which one 
speaker thought depended partly on the 
support of directors, but also on the per- 
sonality of the safety officer himself. A 
trades union official said he had received 
much support from safety officers, but 
not usually from foremen. The foremen 
often thought safety precautions were too 
expensive. 

A member said that a Safety Week was 
very useful in focusing attention on what 
needed to be done. At the site meeting, 
the factory inspector should be invited 
because all too often foremen played off 
the safety officer against the trades union 
representative or factory inspector, and 
it was a good thing for them to meet him 
together at times. The safety officer often 
lost prestige by not making himself known 
to the trades union representatives or to 
the men themselves. Safety was a spe- 
cialists’ job. Once one got the men’s sup- 
port, the battle was won to a large exteni. 

Mr. SHort made a few comments on 






the questions raised. He said that the 
regulations did not prohibit the painting 
of ladders, but did prohibit painting 
which would hide defects. Regarding site 
cleanliness and upstanding nails, he 
referred members to Reg. 92 for support 
in efforts to improve matters. He said 
that asbestos roofs (particularly single 
thickness) were always potentially dan- 
gerous; a new roof was as risky as an old 
one. On the question of the qualifications 
of safety officers, he referred to Reg. 98. 
The safety officer must have practical and 
technical knowledge. 

Mr. Lovetr added that he did not 
think a court of law would uphold that 
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the Building Regulations applied to exhi- 
bition stands, but that the decision was 
a matter for a court of law when it arose. 
The Factory Acts apply to the making of 
articles for gain, and not to the construc- 
tion of the factory itself (this comes 
within the scope of the Building Regula- 
tions). Exhibition stands seemed to be 
excluded from the Factory Acts in the 
same way. 

Summing up, Mr. Haywarp (chair- 
man) said that to a large degree everyone 
was responsible for his own safety. ‘It 
is on the site itself that the safety officer 
can help to prevent accidents, rather than 
back in head office.’

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PRIVATE FLAT BUILDING 
IN HUNGARY 


More Money Allocated 


B ECAUSE the average of nearly £10m. a 
year loaned to individuals wishing to 
build their own homes has proved insufficient 
to meet demands the Hungarian Government 
has increased the amount allocated by £3 
million. This is revealed in a article in the 
newspaper Népszabadsdg by Mr. Lajos 
Polényi, Hungary’s First Deputy Minister of 
Finance. The fact that the loan was not 
enough, says Mr. Polényi, shows the mood 
for building which exists, as well as the 
increased income of the workers. 


The state has already given considerable 
help to people building their own homes. 
Between 1950-57, some 70,000 homes were 
built with £69 million loaned by the Govern- 
ment. First to receive the loans were 
workers in large factories. Sixty per cent 
of the borrowers were workers, I1 per cent 
intellectuals, and the remainder people from 
other income groups and members of the 
producers co-ops. 


‘Though in former years people built 
themselves family houses, this is not very 
practical,’ says the Deputy Minister, ‘ par- 
ticularly in cities like Budapest. So the 
idea was conceived of building large blocks 
of flats with each buying one’s own flat.’ 


While the majority of buyers of these are 
working people, only 11 per cent are actually 
factery workers. But, reports Mr. Poldnyi, 
the appropriate organs of the government 
and. the Hungarian Working People’s Party 
are working out a co-operative flat-building 
scheme whereby workers—first of all workers 
in the large enterprises—would be able to 
buy through paying a low deposit as well 
as enjoying other advantages. 

Various methods of Government help will 
make it possible for every thrifty worker to 
own, his own home. This does not mean, 
concludes the Deputy Minister, that the 
Government will not continue to build 


State flats. In fact the State house building 
programme for the 1958-60 three-year plan 
period was recently stepped up from 100,000 
to 110,000 homes. 


TIMBER RESEARCH POLICY 


Concentration at Princes Risborough 
Recommended 


OLLOWING recent announcements of 
its policy on Forest Products Research, 
the Council for Scientific and Industrial 
Research recommends that the ultimate 
objective should be to concentrate all timber 
research at Princes Risborough, the site of 
the present Forest Products Research 
Laboratory, This would avoid the danger 
of overlap and unnecessary expense that 
might arise if separate laboratories were 
developed in different localities to serve the 
sectional interests of the timber trade and 
would ensure that the most effective use is 
made of staff and material resources, 


Discussions are being held with the 
Timber Development Association and the 
Forestry Commission to determine the type 
of organisation which would most effectively 
co-ordinate their research requirements. 


As an initial step to the achievement of 
this object, the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research is discussing with the 
Timber Development Association the possi- 
bility of part of the Princes Risborough site 
being made available to the Research and 
Develooment Committee of the TDA for 
immediate development.

Research has decided to set up a Steering 
Committee to look after the research pro- 
gramme of the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory, in place of the Forest Products 
Research Board. The Committee will 
consist of: Dr. B. K. Blount, CB (chairman);

Dr. F. Y. Henderson and H. Wooldridge.

From Our Own Correspondents 


BOLIVIA.—The Santa Cruz Public Works 
Committee and the Municipality of Santa 
Cruz have been in negotiation with the Milan 
firm ‘Technit,’ which is reported to have 
been contracted to make a survey of a 
number of public work projects in and 
around the city, including water, sewerage, 
street-paving, electrical power and telephone 
installations. The municipality is seeking 
Government approval for the negotiation of 
a foreign loan of up to US $15m. offering 
future royalties from oil production as 
security. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA.—Rush & Tomp- 
kins Construction, Ltd., of Edmonton, 
Alberta, Canada, have secured a contract for 
the Trans-Canada Highway, ‘Glacier 
National Park Section, British Columbia. 
The value of this project is expected to be 
between 24 and 3 million dollars. The 
length of the new highway will be 3.7 miles, 
and it lies near ‘Kicking Horse Pass’ at a 
height of over 5,000 ft. above sea-level, on 
the Rocky Mountains. The excavations will 
include three million cu. yds. of earth, and 
1,300,000 cu. yds. of hard rock. 


BRITISH EASTERN CARIBBEAN.— 
The Barbados Government have introduced 
amending legislation to render the Develop- 
ment Act applicable for the granting of loans 
for the construction of hotels, the purchase 
or leasing of buildings and building sites 
for use as hotels, and the alteration or recon- 
struction of premise$ for the same purpose. 
A new Tourist Development Board is to 
be established to encourage the development 
of hotels and other amenities and Govern- 
ment will further assist by the remission of 
Customs Duties on goods imported and by 
tax exemption for such developments. . . . 
The bulk-loading of sugar is to be under- 
taken by a new company in British Guiana, 
Messrs, Demerara Sugar Terminals Ltd., 
capitalised at $1 million, who will shortly 
be commencing construction, at Ruimveldt, 
East Bank, Demerara. The project will cost 
well over $6m. and take two years to com- 
plete. The associates in this new company 
are Messrs. Booker Sugar Estates Ltd. and 
Messrs. Sandbach, Parker & Co., Ltd, . . . 
Plans are well advanced for the paper- 
making project of Messrs. Albert J. Reed & 
Co., who propose to establish, a $30m. mill 
at Brechin Castle, Trinidad.... An Ameri- 
can firm, Messrs. Pacmarine Inc. of New 
York, intends to establish a $9m. fish- 
processing plant in Port of Spain. . . . A 
site is now being prepared at a point about 
27 miles from Port of Spain for the new 
building to be erected for Messrs. Federa- 
tion Chemicals Ltd, at a cost of $19m. . . 
The proposal to establish a condensed milk 
factory in Trinidad, which has been the 
subject of speculation for some years past, 
seems likely to materialise in the decision of 
the Nestles Milk Company to set up a 
factory here. Agreement on principle is 
said to have been reached between the 
Company’s representatives and the Govern- 
ment, although no details have yet been 
announced, - . The Government is 
reported to be considering the question of a 





‘new airport terminal at Tobago, and it is 


stated that international airport specifica- 
tions are proposed to accommodate modern 
jet airliners. Trans-Canada Airline officials 
recently held discussions on the subject with 
the Minister of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism. 

CANADA.—An_ $800,000 plant, for 
Underwood, Ltd. is to be built at Don Mills, 
Toronto, to replace their present factory. 
The two-storey structure has been designed 
by architects Bregman and Hamann and the 
general contractor is Finley W. McLachlan, 
Ltd. It is scheduled for completion in 
November, 1959.... Tenders are now being 
called by Junction Holdings, Ltd., for an 
abattoir on St. Clair-avenue West....Max 
Sharp & Son, owners and builders, are to 
build two I1l-storey, S50-unit co-operative 
flats at the corner of Avenue-road and 
Heath-street. Each will have 30 two-bed- 
room, 10, one-bedroom and 10 bachelor 
suites.... About 20 fish-preparing buildings 
are to be built in Newfoundland this win- 
ter in a new work-making programme.... 
Plans are under way in Montreal for a new 
$45m development in the heart of the city. 
Included is the new 42-storey Canadian Bank 
of Commerce building....Two London 
companies, Corbett & Newsom, Ltd., and 
City Offices, Ltd. have received Treasury 
permission for the transfer of capital to 
Canada to be used in the construction of an 
office building in Vancouver. This 16-storey 
structure, to be known as The United King- 
dom Building, is scheduled for completion 
in 1960 at a cost estimated at $2,400,000. 
Negotiations for this project were arranged 
by B. C. House during the visit to England 
of the Hon. R. W. Bonner and Dr. G. M. 
Shrum, in November, 1957, on a trade mis- 
sion, It is the intention of the companies 
concerned that the United Kingdom Build- 
ing will be a centre of British enterprise in 
Western Canada and tangible evidence that 
British Columbia is an attractive field for 
British investment. 

CHINESE REPUBLIC.—Plans have been 
made for another rail bridge over the 
Yangtze at Nanking where the river is 230 
ft. deep. Two double decker bridges, simi- 
lar to the one at the Wuhan scheme, are to 
be built at Chungking and at Chengchow. A 
vehicular ferry project has been started at 
Wuhu, in Auhwei province, across the 
Yangtze, in the future east-west rail and 
road system, 

COLOMBIA.—A project has been placed 
before the Colombian Congress for the 
creation of a commercial and industrial free 
port in Barranquilla. The Ministry of Public 
Works announced that the Government 
would need a loan of about £8m. to continue 
with its plans for the development of com- 
munications in 1959. A sixth of the sum 
is needed for the railway which is to link the 
interior of the country with the port of 
Santa Marta on the Atlantic Coast....A 
paper factory is to be erected by the US 
firm of Grace and Company in Yumbo in 
the Valle del Cauca. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—The Govern- 
ment has announced details of a £230m. pub- 
lic works programme to be completed by 
1963. A major part of the programme will be 
devoted to urban improvements and housing 
schemes. Other works will include exten- 
sions to the water supplies, roads and elec- 
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tricity services, Planning has com- 
menced on the International Fair to be held 
in Ciudad Trujillo in 1963 for the celebra- 
tions of the centenary of the Republic’s 
independence. Among permanent buildings 
which will be completed for the Fair are 
an exhibition hall and the £4m. Columbus 
memorial lighthouse. 


FEDERATION OF RHODESIA AND 
NYASALAND.—After prolonged negotia- 
tions over the financing of the Kyle Dam 
scheme a construction agreement was signed 
between the Southern Rhodesia Government 
and a new consortium consisting of Sir 
Alfred McAlpine and Son (Rhodesia), Ltd., 
and Concor, a South African Construction 
firm. A financial agreement has been signed 
for a tender price of £1.9m. plus finance 
charges which will not exceed £97,000, Pay- 
ments will be made to the contractors over a 
period of seven years in half-yearly instal- 
ments, including interest, commencing in 
December, 1961. The South African firm 
are to construct the dam and McAlpines will 
be responsible for the canal and buildings. 
The work, which is due to be completed by 
April 1961, will create a lake 15 miles long 
Stretching to within a few miles of the fam- 
ous Zimbabwe Ruins near Fort Victoria. It 
is part of the plan for developing the South 
East of Southern Rhodesia and will in the 
first place provide irrigation for citrus and 
sugar estates. . . . The Minister of Power 
announced in Parliament that a hydro- 
electric scheme on the Shire River in Nyasa- 
land, to produce about 15 megawatts and to 
cost about £24m., was being examined by 
the Federal Power Board. . . . New hydro- 
electric schemes at Abercorn and Fort 
Rosebery and an increase in the output of 
the station now under construction have 
recently been decided on. Contracts have 
been awarded for preliminary civil engineer- 
ing works in the Fort Rosebery scheme 
which is to cost about £600,000. The cost 
of the Abercorn scheme is said to be nearly 
£200,000. The Dairy Marketing 
Board is to establish a new dairy in Salis- 
bury at a cost of £380,000, eae 
Imperial Tobacco Company, Rhodesian Pulp 
and Paper Industries, the Rhodesian Wattle 
Company in co-operation with the Southern 
Rhodesian and Federal Government are 
participants in a Development Corporation 
which is studying the establishment of a 
factory in the Eastern Districts to produce 
newsprint and kraft paper... . It is 
reported that Rhodesian Breweries are to 
spend £3m. on a new brewery in Salisbury. 


FORMOSA (TAIWAN)—The Tunghai 
University at Taichung has announced plans 
for the building of a chapel, to designs by 
I. M. Pei Associates, of the USA, architects 
of the Campus since its inception in 1953. 
The building will seat-500 people and work 
is expected to be completed in mid-1959. 

HONG KONG.—The new Kwun Tong 
resettlement estate on the eastern shores of 
Kowloon Bay is to have 26 blocks of seven- 
storey buildings. Site formation in the 
area has just started and tenders have been 
called for by the Drainage Office, PWD, for 
half-a-mile of concrete nullahs as well as 
large stormwater culverts and sewers.

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Small House Exhibition 


DINBURGH Architectural Association 
has sponsored a Small House Design 
Exhibition to demonstrate the scope for 
employment of architects in the design of 
the smaller house. Mr, J. A. H. MOTTRAM, 
President, speaking at the opening said that 
the exhibition was an act of faith on the 
part of the association. It emphasised the 
architect’s belief in the importance of design 
in every detail of housebuilding. Mr. Roy 
THOMSON, chairman of The Scotsman Pub- 
lications Ltd. officially opened the event, 
and condemned the depressing housing 
developments promoted by many local 
authorities. ‘I question,’ he said, ‘ whether 
housing has improved to anything like the 
same extent as household products.’ Having 
come to Scotland from Canada he had found 
cold more intense, and when he installed 
central heating he discovered that he was 
actually heating the whole of the outdoors 
as well. The house had to be completely 
insulated before any progress was achieved. 
* These are aspects which the architect could 
usefully meet and solve,’ said Mr. Thomson. 


Work Started on Road Bridge 


THE first pile of the Forth Road Bridge was 
driven home by the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, Mr. JoHN Mac ay, at Port Edgar, 
South Queensferry, on November 21. This 
began officially a five-year project which 
has been visualised from 1923.

SIR THOMAS MOORE ON THE CURRENT POSITION 


The 38th Annual General Meeting of Eastwoods Limited was held 
on November 20 in London. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Thomas C. R. Moore, Bt. C.B.E., MP. 
chairman of the company, in the course of his speech, said: 

Before dealing with the accounts I am sure you would wish me 
to make reference to the resignation from the board of our friend 
and colleague, Mr. Massey. 

We greatly regret his leaving us especially as he had done so for 
reasons of Ith which now precludes his travelling from Hull to 
London to attend meetings. 

Since the despatch to stockholders of the directors’ report and 
notice of meeting we have invited the Hon. Keith Mason, D.F.C., to 
a seat on the board and are very glad to announce his co-option as 
from this morning. 

For the first time since the end of the war, the trading profi has 
fallen below that of the preceding twelve months. In the first place 
there has been a progressive intensification of the Government's 
disinflationary policy during the period under review which resulted 
in a noticeable reduction in demand, and furthermore, termination of 
the aerodrome programme especially affected disposal of cement in 
the Eastern Counties where two out of the Company's three cement 
works are located. 

A major overhaul of one of the Company’s rotary cement kilns 
was another exceptional factor which contributed to the fall in trading 
profits. The full cost of over £60,000 has been charged in last year’s 
accounts and therefore paid for out of profits. 

In these circumstances a reduction of the trading profit by £100,000 
to £972,000 was unavoidable. Profits before taxation were r 
by £124,000 to £522,000 and, of this sum, taxation takes no less than 
ee cent., amounting to £339,000, leaving a Group net profi of 

This year it has not been possible to make any addition to general 
reserve and after providing for the 5 per cent. interim dividend 
already paid, and the 10 per cent. final dividend now proposed, the 
balance carried forward at £264,000 is £4,000 more than last year. 

Owing to the credit squeeze and trading recession no new maj 
expansion schemes were undertaken during the financial year ro ve 
March, 1958, apart from considerably Te our fleet of trans 
port vehicles for the handling of pressurized bulk cement. 

Our main preoccupation last year was to concentrate on increasing 
the efficiency of existing plant and processes. As a result it can be 
said with confidence that never before in the history of the ny 4 
have your Company's works been so well equipped to produce 
large quantities of building materials of the highest quality. 


CURRENT TRADING AND FUTURE PROSPECTS 

The turrover of the Group for the first half of the current financial 
year shows an increase of nearly 10 per cent. over the figures for 
the comparable period in 1957. Given a reasonably good winter, 
therefore, our profits for the year to March, 1959, should show an 
improvement over last year but I must add the warning that we 
cannot base absolutely firm conclusions on half-yearly figures, subject 
as we are to the wide seasonal fluctuations which are inseparable 
from the building industry. 5 ; 

In spite of the restrictions which have been in force until recently 
Eastwoods have been operating until the present time at a relative’ 
high level largely because of the increased Fletton brick outputs avai 
able from our Orton extensions, but there is some indication that 
the industry’s order book for building work generally is now ,begin- 
ning to decline. Construction work for public authorities, notably 
road building, has increased recently, as has also repair and mainten- 
ance work, but this has been more than offset by a fall in the amount 
of work on housing, in addition to which the number of workers 
employed in the industry is less, and the volume of private industrial 
construction has been reduced. 

Looking ahead, we are greatly heartened by the fact that as a 
result of the improvement in the nation’s finances the Government 
have been able to permit a resumption, after a year’s pause, of an 
increase in the total capital available for investment in the public 
sector. A new impetus and encouragement has also been given to 
private enterprise, just at the time it was needed most, by reductions 
in the Bank rate, relaxation of the credit squeeze, easing the control 
of capital issues, and the sweeping away of hire purchase restrictions. 

In the forefront of their programme the Government are pledged 
to press on with the provision of new schools, hospitals and prisons. 
Money will be lent to building societies so that special aid can be 
given for the purchase of older and smaller houses and local authori- 
ties will be enabled to make loans up to 100 per cent. on house 
property. Local authority housing and the slum clearance programmes 
will be continued and possibly increased. Above all the roads pro- 
gramme will be p ahead with all possible speed. 

A good start has been made on the London to Birmingham trunk 
road to which Eastwoods are supplying large quantities of cement and 
other building materials and the speed and efficiency with which this 
enormous undertaking is being tackled has captured the imagination
